INDEPENDENT VOTERS 
TO DECIDE—HERRICK 


Will Determine New York’s 


Election, He Declares, 


THOUSANDS CHEER JUDGE. 


McClellan, Ston:, Charles 
Lamb, and Littleton Speak at 


Madison Square Garden 


Senator 


Raising both of .his hands above his 
head, his voice shaken with emotion, and 
his pale, classic countenance betraying in 
every line deep feeling, D Cady Herrick, 
Democratic candidate for Governor, facing 
an audience of 15,000 persons in Madison 
Square Garden, last night delivered himself 
of this peroration to a notable address: 

“Gentlemen, I am not here begging for 
your votes. I did not court this nomina- 
tion. If I am elected it means two years of 
hard, dreary labor; it means the disap- 
pointment of friends, the incurring of new 
enmities, the creation of new animosities, 
with very little reward excepting the con- 
sciousness of duty well done to compensate 
for it. But I am here to iisten to the will 
of the people, and if it is your will to se- 
lect me as your instrument, then, with the 


help of God, to the best of my ability, I 
will endeavor to give you an honest, effi- 
cient enforcement>ef the law.” 

The manner in which he made this pledge 
Seemed to carry a conviction of sincerity 
to the minds of all his auditors, for as 
Judge Herrick bowed and took his seat the 
great crowd rose en masse, cheered en- 
thusiastically and waved American flags. 
The demonstration lasted about five min- 
utes, and was the most notable demonstra- 
tion of the evening. 

The meeting in Madison Square Garden 
last night was intended to be the big meet- 
ing of the campaign in New York City, and 
the expectations which had been aroused 
were realized, at least so far as the size of 
the crowd was concerned. Every seat in 
the great auditorium was taken, and there 
were several thousand people standing. 
The fact that Bourke Cockran, who was to 
be one of the orators of the occasion, was 
unable to be present owing to hoarseness 
gave some disappointment to the crowd, 
ealls for him being heard from various 
parts of the hall at the conclusion of each 
of the addresses, but it was a tribute to 
the speakers who did address the meeting, 
Mayor. McClelian, Judge Herrick, Senator 
Stone of Missouri, Charles Lamb of Indi- 
ana, and Borough President Martin W. 
Littleton that very: few pett the Garden 
until all the d@aresses had been made. 

MRS. PARKER PRESENT. 


Alton B. Parker, Mrs. Charles 
Mercer Hall, daughter of the Democratic 
Presidential candidate, and Mrs. W. S&S. 
Rodie occupied a box directly in front of 
the stage, and were the cynosure of the 
eyes of the curious. They applauded heartily 
the points made by Judge Herrick, Mayor 
McClellan, and the other speakers, 

Mayor McClellan and Randolph Guggen- 
heimer were the first notable arrivals. As 
they took their places on the platform they 
got an ovation. Martin W. Littleton was 
the next of the speakers to take his place 
on the platform, and he also was cheered 
generously. Judge Herrick and Senator 
Stone of Missouri came in together. 

When the crowd caught sight of the 
Democratic Gubernatorial candidate they 
cheered vociferously and many rose to 
their feet and waved flags. Senator Mc- 
Carren came in directly after Judge Her- 
rick and Senator Stone, and there were 
cheers for him also. The meeting was 
called to order by Randolph Guggenheimer, 
who presented Mayor McClellan as_ the 
Chairman. The first mention which Mayor 
McClellan made of Judge Parker’s name 
brought the audience to its feet, and there 
was Vigorous and prolonged cheering. When 
Senator Stone referred to William J. Bryan 
in laudatory terms there was a hearty out- 
burst of applause and a call for three 
cheers for him met with a generous re- 
sponse.

WINSTED, Conn., Oct. 17.—Mrs. Sarah 
Childs, aged seventy, a soldier’s widow, 
living in Nepaug, an isolated settlement in 
the town of New Hartford, was felled by 
a blow from a tramp as she was about to 
enter her home yesterday afternoon. 

She had refused food to the man, who 
has been about the village all Summer, and 
he threatened her as he went away, say- 
ing ‘‘ You will hear from me later.” , 

She was temporarily absent yesterday 
afternoon, when the tramp sneaked into her 
home, where she lived alone, and started 
to carry out his threat, kindling one fire in 
the kitchen and another up stairs. Mrs. 
Childs, on returning, found the door 
through which she had left the house 
locked. She went to another door and was 
about to enter when she saw the tramp 
coming toward her. Before she could get 
out of his way he knocked her down and 
ran away. By the time the old woman re- 
gained her feet the fires inside were burn- 
ing fiercely, and she stood by and saw her 
home and its contents devoured by the 
flames. 

Mrs. Childs gave a detailed description 
of her assailant to Sheriff Middlebrook of 
Winsted, and his deputies and citizens 
scoured the vicinity of the crime most of 
the night and to-day, but found no trace 
of the man. In the morning Chief of the 
State Police Egan of Hartford will send 
detectives to Nepaug, and the search will 
be resumed in earnest. 

The people of Nepaug are excited and 
as this is the fourth incendiary 
fire in that small village within a month. 
A week ago an unsuccessful attempt was 
made to burn the schoolhouse and church 


there.

** According to the rules of our church it 
is not improper to dance. All we ask is for 
a man to go as his conscience and the Bible 
direct him. We leave him to choose for 
himself between right and wrong.”’

STRUCTURE IN BLUE FLAMES 


Up-Town Third Avenue Crash Drew 
Great Crowd—Power Once Off 
Turned on Again. 


One man, a motorman, was killed and sev- 
eral persons narrowly escaped injury in 


collision on the express tracks of 

Third Avenue elevated structure 
Hundred and Tenth Street last 
train, while being 
switched back from the “cross-over” 
at Ninety-sixth: Street to the express 
tracks for sterage for the night, crashed 
into cars already standing at One Hundred 
and Tenth Street. The forward car of the 
on-coming train telescoped two cars, and 
two others cars were thrown onto the 
downtown tracks. 

But for the presence of mind of Andrew 
Conroy, a car cleaner, the wreck might 
have been the worst in the road’s history. 


Conroy was engaged in his work of cleaning 

cars at One Hundred and Tenth Street and 

Third Avenue when the train in which he 

; Was at work was struck by the train run- 
ning into the switch. 

Immediately Conroy smashed the window 

of the car in which he was working, and

night. A seven-car 


east track on which a south-bound train 
was approaching, flagged the train and 
probably saved the lives of the thirty-five 
passengers in the oncoming train. The Bat- 
talion Chief said that the cars lying across 
the tracks were in such a position that if 
they had been struck by a train they would 
have been pitched into the street below. 

Irving Lamphere, motorman of the train 
going north, which ran into the stalled 
trains on the centre track at One Hundred 
and Tenth Street, was roasted to death un- 
der his car. His charred body was recov- 
ered at 1 o‘clock this morning 

Every night on the Third Avenue road 
the middle track from Ninety-eighth to 
; One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street 
is used for the storage of cars. At 9:16 
o’clock a dead train, in which there was 
no one but Lamphere, who was at the mo- 
tor, ran north and into the switch at Nine- 
ty-sixth Street, it being the purpose to lay 
the train up at One Hundred and Tenth 
Street. 

Lamphere's train plowed with full speed 
into the train ahead, the motor car, inj 
whicn Lamphere was stationed, cutting its 
way half through the rear car of the stalled: 
train. 

The motor car swayed from the shock of | 
the impact and fell across the east track,

As Lamphere’s car plunged into the rear 
car of the laid-up trains there was a 
great crash, and flames leaped up in the 
wrecked cars. Motorman Dexter of the 
south-bound train leaped from his train as 
soon as he had brought it to a standstill, 
and, running down the track the few feet 
that separated his car from the wreck, 
hearu Lamphere call for help. At almost 
the same moment the third rail became 
“short circuited ’’ and vivid colored flames 
leaped from the rails, making any attempt 
at reccuing Lamphere impossible. 

Fire Chief Doherty, who responded to the 
fire call, saw the danger that the firemen 
would incur in trying to direct a stream on 
the blazing third rail and sent a telephone 
message to the power house to turn off 
| the power. A few minutes later this was 
done, and the firemen and elevated rail- 
road employes at once got to work to try 
to get out Lamphere’s body, which could 
be seen under the trucks,: burned almost 
beyond recognition. The firemen worked 
strenuously with axes and picks, but they 
had hardly begun their task when a wild 
' burst of flame from the third rail showed 
them that the power had been again turned 
on. 

This time the ties and other wood work 
of the elevated structure burned up fiercely, 
and the fire fighters and others stood by 
helplessly in imminent danger of their lives 
if they even directed a stream of water 
against the burning mass charged with 
electricity. Finally the power was turned 
off again, and the wreckers got.to work to 
save the remains of Lamphere’s body and 
clear the road, which had been blocked for 
over three hours. 

The crash of the collision was heard 
plainly by the passengers on the south- 
bound train saved by Conroy, and their 
fears were only increased when their train 
came to a sudden stop which shook most 
of them out of their seats. Most of the men 
and many of the women jumped out of the 
train to the walk alongside of the track 
and made their way to the One Hundred 
and Sixteenth Street station, and, hurrying 
back to the scene of the wreck, helped to 
swell the crowd that was packed into Third 
Avenue for several blocks under the burn- 
ing elevated structure.

Found Traces of Franklin and Swedish 
Arctic Expeditions.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 17.—M. P. Low, 
the Canadian explorer, who was in charge 
of the Government expedition to Hudson 
Bay and the Far North, arrived in this city 
to-day. Mr. Low has been away about a 
year and three months. The Neptune, the 
steamer which carried the party, is in Win- 
ter quarters at Halifax. 

Mr. Low went as far north as Cape 
Umbine and saw Peary’s Winter headquar- 
ters there. ‘This was about the middle of 
August. The Neptune afterward went into 
Lancaster Sound to Beechy Island, where 
Franklin spent his last Winter. Beechy 
Island was the headquarters of the Frank- 
lin relief expeditions, The remains of the 
old house and other relics are still to be 
seen there. At thispoint Mr. Louw got a 
record left by the Swedish Magnetic Polar 
Expedition. It shows that the party wus 
all right in August, 1908. They were going 
down Peel’s Sound, trying to get as near 
the pole as they could. The Neptune crossed 
over to Leopold Harbor on the south side 
of Lancaster Sound, and there found the 
remains of a launch left by the Franklin 
expedition, and a quantity of provisions 
left by the Windward, a Dundee whaler, 
for the Swedish expedition. 


RIOT AT LITTLE FALLS. 


Fire Department Called Out to Prevent 
Railroads Connecting. 


LITTLE FALLS, N. Y., Oct. 17.—There 
was a riot to-day when a force of 150 men 
employed by the Oneonta and Richfield 
Springs Railroad Company attempted to 
make a connection of that company’s tracks 
with those of the Utica and Mohawk Valicy 
Railroad Company at Mohawk, permission 
for which had been refused by <he village 
officers. 

Previous to beginning work Receiver Jen- 
nings of the road served on the village offi- 
cers an order restraining them from inter- 
fering with the work. The village officers 
called out the Fire Department, which 
sought to drive the workmen away by 
throwing streams of water on them. The 
workmen turned on the firemen, rayted 
them, and cut the hose.

Raymond, it is alleged, gave presents- to 
friends which should have been paid to 
Slayback and his wife as dividends, aggre- 
gating $850,000. He appealed to the New 
York courts, and was sustained by the Su- 
preme Court, which ordered that the Car- 


bon Steel Company file an accounting with 
a referee. Slaybatk alleges that Raymond 
left for Europe, and did not return to New 


York. 

The offices of the company were moved 
from New York to Pittsburg in violation 
of an order of the New York court and the 
charter, which stated the main offices 
should be located in New York. The offi- 
cers of the company who are defendants 
are all residents of New York except two, 
who live in Allegheny.

On this point there 
has beén no change in the determination 
of the Russian Government, made known 
some months ago, that no offer of media- 
tion would be entertained, and this may 
also be said to be the present feeling of the 
Japanese Government. 

The great loss of life that has attended 
the recent battles in Manchuria has shocked 
the world, and there is a hopeful feeling 
that public sentiment both in Russia and 
Japan may be so aroused by the terrible 
infliction that one or both of the comba- 
tants will be compelled tacitly to invite 
overtures from neutral powers for a termi- 
nation of the war. 

The President has stood ready from the 
outset of the war to offer the friendly 
offices of this Government to secure peace, 
but any positive step in that direction is 
precluded by the fact that both Russia and 
Japan gave notice that offers of mediation 
were not desirable, and, if offered, would be 
rejected, and the additional fact that it has 
been the settled policy of the United States 
not to intervene between belligerents un- 
less invited so to do by both. ~ 

Adherence to this policy is made imper- 
ative by the frequent controversies and dis- 
turbances between South American coun- 
tries, and there is special reason for not 
departing from it in the case of Russia and 
Japan. The President has been tmportuned 
recently by individuals and associations to 
intervene for the restoration of peace, but,

Small Bets on Roosevelt at 4 to 1, but 
Large Bettors Ask 10 to 3!/. 


A number of small bets were made on 
the curb yesterday on the Presidential elec- 
tion at odds of 4 to 1 in favor of Roosevelt. 
These are the widest odds that have been 
quoted since the campaign began. W. G. 
Gallagher made three bets of $100 each to 
$25 that Roosevelt would be elected. No 
large bets were reported, although .at one 
time $1,000 was offered on Roosevelt 
against $510 on Parker. The Republican 
money in larger amounts was still held at 
10 to 3%, while the Parker adherents re- 
fused to offer better than 3 to 10. 

On the contest for Governor in New York 
State a eo of bets were made at odds 
of 10 to 8. W. Cc. Moore bet $2,500 on Her- 
rick against $2,000 on Higgins, put up by 
a Stock Exchange house, and three other 
bets of $1,000 each were made on Herrick 
at the same odds. At the close of the 
market $4,000 was offered on Higgins to 
$5,000 on Herrick. 

On the result of the Presidential, elec- 
tion in this State the odds were 10 to 7 
offered by Roosevelt adherents and § to 
10 offered on Parker. An offer was made 
to bet $5,000 to $7,000 that New Jersey 
would elect a Democratic Governor.

Says His Speech

CINCINNATI, Oct. 17.—A riot at the 
University of Cincinnati flag rush to-day, 
begun when Jesse Quiltman, a_ student 
spectator, engaged in an argument with a 
bystander, resulted in the injury of twenty 
students and spectators, among them five 
co-eds. 

The two disputants came to blows, and 
as several policeman ftushed up to part 
them, Arthur Hurley, a sophomore, and 
another spectator clashed. This resulted in 
a general fight, in which at least fifty stu- 
dents and spectators engaged, while half a 
dozen co-eds, seeing their friends worsted, 
rushed into the scrimmage. 

Four of them fainted and were trampled 
under foot, and another received a blow 
over the left eye that left a gash three 
inckes long. A squad of policemen suc- 
eceded in quelling the riot, and as they 
diagged the leaders in the fight to a near- 
by engine house they were stoned. 

Three sophomores, two freshmen, and 
ene co-ed were so seriously injured that 


they had to be taken to their homes in 
carriages. 'The others are slightly injured, 
broken noses and black eyes being the ex- 
tent of their hurts. Six men, all of them 
spectators, were arrested, but were later 
released, after promising to appear in 
court to-morrow to answer « cnurge of dis- 
orderly conduct.

MUKDEN, Oct. 17.—The Russian forces 
at 11 o'clock this forenoon penetrated 
the Japanese centre, (Gen. Nodzu’s posi- 
tion,) and it is reported captured twelve 
or thirteen guns and 150 prisoners east 
of the railway. At another point during 
the day the Siberian regiments (under 
Gen, Stakelberg operating against Gen. 
Kuroki) took twenty-four guns. 


The Russian operations to-day have 
been quite successful. The Japanese, 
after a terrifically stubborn resistance, 
were compelled to retire along their 
whole line, losing heavily. 

All the trenches carried by the Rus- 
sians were filled with the Japanese dead. 
In one not very large trench there were 
counted 600 corpses. 

In spite of their losses the Japanese 
were undaunted. They have brought up 
siege guns, and have left no stone un- 
turned to retain the mastery of the sit- 
uation. Every step the Russians have 
pushed forward to-day. has been in the 
face of a superb resistance, that has cost 
the Russians dear.

The correspondent thinks the Czar’s 
troops by this time should have been the 
most capable retreaters in the world, 
thanks to the practice they’ve had since 
the war began.

“Our pursuing force has occupied 
Kaukanhal.

Russian scouts are posted 
in Ta-Shan hills. 

“The conditions on the front of the 
Centre Army are unchanged sinee this 
morning. 

“The enemy made six counter-attacks 


against the left column of our Left 
Army, all of which were repulsed with 
heavy loss. Nevertheless this evening 
five or six battalions of infantry, with 
two or three batteries, renewed the at- 
tack which we are now engaged in re- 
pelling. 

“Yesterday the enemy’s dead in front 
of our Left Army reached 4,000. There 
is still a great number of uncounted in 
front of the left column of that army.” 

Reports indicate that the Russian force 
defeated at Han-Chang is now retreat- 
ing toward Fu-Shan and Fu-Ling.

FIGHTING TO GET BRIDGES. 


Japanese: Would Cut Off Kuropatkin’s 
Retreat Across the Hun. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Tuesday, Oct. 18.~ 
While the news from the front is more re- 
assuring from the Russian standpoint, the 
situation is still regarded as critical, 

Gen. Kuropatkin has slightly advanced 
his centre, reoccupying Shakhe. Directly 
behind him, at a distance of nine miles, 
lies the Hun River, and across the bridges 
spanning this stream the Russians must 
retire in case they retreat on Mukden.

The 
guns banged away all night, throwing 
thousands of shells into both camps. 

At dawn the Russians again attacked, 
and were-again repulsed, with heavy losses. 
This morning the Japanese succecded in 
advancing, slowly pressing the Russians 
back and capturing the railroad station. 

The Russians made a most determined 
stand at Lamutie, a village just east of 
the railway and fourteen miles south of 
Mukden. Jamutie completes the line aimed 
for by the Japanese 

Last night the Japanese took a village 
to the left of Lamutie, and this morning 
they took one to the right. A deep and 
wide riyer connects the three villages. 

With about forty guns to the north of 
Lamutie the Japanese made a direct at- 
tuck. The village to the right was taken 
by two companies of infantry, who ad- 
vaneed under cover of the river bank. An 
advance was then made to thé east’along 
the north bank of the river 

Lamontang, the last stand of the Rus- 
sians, was captured at 4:30 P. M, The 
Japanese are now Shelling the retreating 
Russians who defended the town. This 
was the most stubborn of the entifte six 
days’ battle. All day the Japanese poured 
a rain of shells on the position with no 
effect, and finally it was taken by infantry. 
The entire line is now in possession of the 
Japanese. 


FLANKING COLUMN’S DASH. 


Russians Captured Two Passes and 
Then Were Withdrawn. 


MUKDEN, Oct. 17, (by courier from 
headquarters of the Russian flanking col- 


umn on the left.—On Oct 10, when the 
Russian advance guard appeared before 
Saitchoun Pass, its eastern detachment oc- 
cupied a corresponding position before 
Tumin Pass. 

The fight began at 5:30 o'clock on the 
morning of Oct. 11. The batteries on the 
right flank opened on three Japanese bat- 
teries situated to the right of the pass. 
Saitchoun Pass is a double pass, the main 
defile being to the left, overtopped by high 
rocky. mountains, qane to the right are 
rocky ridges. 

Gen. Gerngrcss’s corps was assigned to 
capture the passes by frontal attack, and 
the remainder of the Russian troops were 
to turn the Japanese position and ta.e 
them on the flank and rear. The Russian 
right advance guard was commanded by 
its chief of civision, while Gen, Kondrato- 
vitch, who was continually with the troops 
at the front. commanded the left. 

The first assault was set for noon. The 
Japanese defended desperately. Their posi- 
tions were so steep that the attacking Rus- 
sians could make no progress in the face of 
a murderous fire. Whole advance com- 
panies lay down, hugging the ground. till 
evening and repulsing sallies by the Japan- 
ese from their trenches. 

At night an order came to renew the at- 
tack. Gen. Kondratovitch led his advance 
to the front, and again the Russians began 
to seale the rugged heights. The Thirty- 
third and Thirty-fourth Regiments fell un- 
der a withering fire. The men were scarce- 
ly able to breathe as they clambered up 
the steep slopes, but they hung to the rocks 
and returned the fire that was poured 
down on them. Then they scrambled for- 
ward again. 

The Thirty-fourth Regiment, commanded 

by Col. Monskheloff, first reached the 
trenches, going with the bayonet at the 
Japanese, who fought like demons with 
clubbed guns, swords, bayonets, and revoly- 
ers. It was an indescribable mélée. 
The Russian reserves were ordered up to | 
support the gallant Thirty-fourth, which, 
aided by the Thirty-sixth Regiment and 
yarts of three other regiments, carried two 
rele of trenches, after which the men lay 
down, dead tired, in the Japanese shelters 
till dawn. 

Then it was discovered that while the at- 
tacking force was about on a level with the 
passes themselves they were only half- 
way up the heights, which were command- 
ed by Japanese positions. In these circum- 
stances the Russians were forced to with- 


draw. 

While this attack was going on the Rus- 
sian right also carried several heignts 
held by the Japanese after a fierce resist- 
ance. The Japanese then assumed the of- 
fensive, rushing forward in a great wave, 
but failing to dislodge the Russians from 
the position they had gained. 

On the morning of Oct. 12 a Russian bat- 
tery slenced some Japanese mountain guns, 
and then another Japanese battery opened 
on the Russians, but @ concentrated fire 
smothered that battery also. Then the 
tussian infantry advanced to the attack 
and the fight kecame general. The left was 
heavily engaged. Tumin Pass was turned 
by detachments of the Third, Thirty- 
third. and Second Regiments. 

More Japanese batteries appeared on the 
heights. One of these, particularly annoy- 
ing, was located by Capt. Michaelis, whose 
guns, getting the range, literally blew it’ to 
pieces. From the Russian positions logs 
which formed the protective works for the 
Japanese guns could be seen hurled high 
in the air by exploding shells. 

The whole day passed without making 
much headway, and the Russian eps 
were again forced to seek the shelter of the 
rocky slopes, there to wait until nightfall, 
when a fresh assault was planned, ‘ 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 17.—It appears 
that on Oct. 18, when passes stormed by 
the Russian flanking column on the left 
had actually been occupied, came the or- 
der to withdraw, probably owing to a criti- 
cal position at some other part of the front.

the President ‘himself usurping the powers 
of Congress and by Executive order at- 
tempting to add to his office the legislative 
function of the Government. 

*‘ However great may be one’s admiration 
for the meteoric rise of the President, no 
true American will ever be willing to re- 
lease the Executive from the obligation to 
respect the law with which the people of 


the Republic firmly bound even. men so 
great and good as Washington, Jefferson, 
and Lincoln. 

At the conclusion of Mayor McClellan’s 
address a letter of regret was read from 
Patrick A. Collins, Mayor of Boston, who 
was to have been one of the speakers. A 
similar letter was’read from Carl Schurz, 
who also was to have been a speaker. Both 
Mayor Collins and Mr. Schurz stated that 
their hearts were in the cause of Parker and 
Davis in the present campaign. After the 
reading of these Jetters, Mayor McClellan 
ptenped to the front, and in ringing tones 
said: 

**Men of New York, I introduce to you D 
Cady Herrick.” 

JUDGE HERRICK SPEAKS. 

As Judge Herrick stood up and bowed to 
the crowd a wave of applause swept over 
the crowd and the cheering continued for 
several minutes, Judge Herrick securing 
silence by raising his hand. Judge Herrick 
Said in part: 

“The issues when boiiea down are plain 
and simple. Those who believe in the ‘ speak 
softly and carry a big stick policy,’ and 
that we can go tar with chips on our shoul- 
ders without getting into a fight. will vote 
for Roosevelt. Those who want to fight 
will vote for Roosevelt. Those who believe 
in peace and friendly relations with all the 
world and entangling alliances with none 
will vote for Parker. 

“Those who believe that a tariff adopted 
to meet the emergencies of a great -civil 
war, and only changetl since to promote 
greater exclusiveness, should be unchanged, 
and that no regard should be paid to the 
great nee in recent years in all eco- 
nomical and industrial conditions, and that 
our trade relations should remain the 64me 
as they were in the first half of the nine- 
teenth century; who believe in the fostering 
and protection of trusts and monopolies. In 
short, all those who believe in that policy 
which is fitly expressed in the sporting ex- 
yee, “stand pat,’ will vote for Roose- 
velt. 

‘Those who believe in liberal trade rela- 
tions with all the world, and believe with 
President McKinley that: what we produce 
beyond our domestic consumption must 
have a vent abroad, that the excess must 
be relieved through foreign outlet; that we 
should sell wherever we can and buy wher- 
ever the buying would enlarge our sales 
and products, who believe that commercial 
wars are unprofitable, and that a policy of 
good will and friendly trade relations will 
prevent reprisal, and that reciprocity treat- 
les are in harmony with the spirit of the 
times, and that measures of retaliation are 
not; who desire to make steady steps 
toward tariff reduction, with no steps Gark- 
ward, and that trusts and monopolies and 
favored classes shall no longer be pro- 
tected by law at the expense of all the peo- 
ple, will vote for Parker. 

“The people must decide. The inde 
ent voters of Greater New York will 
mine the election in this State. The men 
who have convictions and the courage of 
these convictions; who are not bound-down 
by party ties or carried away by party 
shibboleth; the men of intelligence who 
know no reason why, because they voted 
for the candidates of a party one year, 
should do so the next, unless these candi- 
dates stand for and are to be trusted to 
carry out the principles they then believe 
in; the men, who when they held the bal- 
ance of power in the State held the parties 
uP to a high plane of principles and of ac- 

on. 

“The leaders of parties are quick to rec- 
ognize the necessity of appealing to those 
who do hold the balance of power. They 
are not leading a party for their health or 
tor pleasure. hey are leading it for suc- 
cess, and when they are taught that suc- 
cess can only be gained by the advocacy of 
high principles and corresponding action 
they are quick to meet the demand. 

“Then, too, there is another class of 
men, loyal party men, party men because 
of its principles, but who are not the blind 
followers of a party, or the slaves of a ma- 
chine; men.who recognize the fact that 
there are times when for the good of the 
party it needs chastening by defeat, ‘ even 
as the father chasteneth the child of his 
love,’ loyal party men who sometimes _rec- 
ognize that the party organization, instead 
of being ah organization by and«through 
which the party acts, has degenerated into 
a machine, which, instead of being con- 
trolled by the party, controls*the party, and 
finally believes that it is the party—these 
loyal party men, that are loyal to. principle, 
know that the great need of the party is to 
overthrow such a machine and the thrust- 
ing out of its selfish leaders. [Applause.] 

“To these two classes of independent vot- 
ers we shall make frequent appeals in this 
campaign, and if we cannot satisfy them 
that it is best for the interests of the Na- 
tion and State,-best for the good name and 
fame of the Republican Party itself, that 
there should be a change of measures and 
of men, then we are not erititled to succeed

elect a board of canal officers of opposite 
political faith to the present Governor's 
canal officials. To those of you who are 
Republicans upon principle, if you are sat- 
isfied with the present management of 
your party organization, and desire its con- 
tinuanee under its present management 
then vote for my adversary. 

“If he is a loyal man and has any red 
blood in him, he is bound to use all honest 
efforts to continue that management and 
maintain and strengthen the hands of 
those who are now in control. But if you 
do not desire to stand for all these things, 
but believe that the time has come when 
for the benefit of the people, when for the 
benefit of the Republican Party itself, there 
should be a change of measures and of men, 
then the only way that I know of to ac- 
complish that result is to vote for the can- 
didates of the Democratic Party. * * * 

“The Republican Party in this State is 
charged by our leading philanthropic citi- 
zens with injecting partisan politics into 
the management of the State charitable 
and correctional institutions, to their seri- 
ous hurt and detriment, for the purpose of 
making them a substantial part of the po- 
litical machine and also of neglecting the 
needs of these institutions. Some of the 
more serious counts in this indictment are 
hriefly outlined: 

“The abolition of the unpaid individual 
boards of managers of the hospitals for the 
insane, composed of the State’s best citi- 
zenship, and the centralization of their 
duties and powers in the hands of the State 
Commission in Lunacy, a commission com- 
posed of three paid officers directly sub- 
ject to the. Governor's will, which the Con- 
stitution provides is to visit and inspect 
such hospitals. 

“The abolition of the State Commission 
of Prisons, representative of all parts of 
the State, and ‘likewise composed of inde- 
pendent non-salaried citizens, and the sub- 
stitution therefor of a partisan commission 
= three members, with a salaried Presi- 

ent. 

“The establishment of the unnecessary 
office of Fiscal Supervisor of State Chari- 
ties, at a salary of $6,000 a year, the same 
as paid to the State Controller, and $1,500 
additional for expenses. 

“If elected I shall take counsel with 
representatives of the varied philanthropic 
interests of the State, and urge the pas- 
sage of appropriate legislation to remedy 
these abuses. {I shall, furthermore, insist 
that all appointments: in connection with 
the State charitable and reformatory insti- 
tutfons, the State hospitals for the insane, 
and the State prisons, be made strictly in 
accordance with the State Civil Service 
law, and without*reference to political con- 
siderations. 

“Whiie fully believing that the internal 
affairs of the State institutions should be 
managed, as are our great private charities, 
by individual boards of managers composed 
of the best and most practical men and 
women who will consent to give the neces- 
sary time and service to the work, I am 
equally convinced ethat the purchases for 
these institutions should be made in such 
manner as to give the State the fullest 
possible benefit to be derived from ap- 
proved business methods. 

“In my opinion, a purchasing board 
for all the institutions, composed of the 
State Controller and the Presidents of the 
Constitutional Boards having supervision 
of these several interests, should be able 
to produce much better results. The books 
and records of such a bureau should be 
required by law to be open to public in- 
spection at all times. 

‘““There is another matter to which I de- 
sire briefly to call your attention, and that 
is thoSe features of, the excise law of the 
State which called into being what is known 
as the Raines law hotel. Any one who 
keeps simply a liquor saloon cannot legally 
sell liquor on Sunday, but any one who 
has a-so-calied hotel license is permitted 
to sell liquor as freely on Sunday as on 
other days; from early morning until late 
at night. 

“They have been the cause of an enor- 
mous increase in immorality and debauch- 
ery, and the continuance of this state of 
affairs is a reproach and shame to the good 
name of our State; and that portion of the 
law which encourages and fosters the cre- 
ation of these houses, almost necessarily 
houses of vice and immorality, and after- 
ward protects them, should in the name of 
decency be wiped from the statute books 
of the State. A voice: ‘Good boy, Judge. 
Souse 'em.”’ 

“ Of course, it is always easy to criticise, 
but not always to provide a remedy. It 
seems to me that one way would be to re- 
quire every hotel to procure a license from 
the Mayor or some other local authority re- 
sponsible to him, and prohibit the issuing 
of any hotel liquor license to any one not 
holding a local hotel license. It would re- 
store one of the most important parts of 
home rule to our cities—one which has 
more to do than any other with good order 
and morality. 

“With responsibility comes accountabil- 
ity. The good people are in a majority in 
every city, and when they are taught that 
good order and decency depend upon their 
action, they hold the public official to a 
strict accountability. Municipal elections 
in this. State show an increasing indepen- 
dence of action, and party leaders are be- 
ginning to recognize it. Let us have home 
rule in this matter, the people can be 
trusted. 

“In this State it has come to pass that 
a powerful political machine, through its 
head, has usurped the legislative powers, 
so that all the powers, both legislative and 
executive, are practically embodied in one 
person—the Executive of the State. 

“The independence of the judiciary has 
been interfered with, and Justices of the 
Supreme Court have been punished for dar- 
ing to be independent. Fortunately, I am 
happy to say, for the people of the State, 
the punishment of these men has not les- 
sened the independence and judicial integ- 
rity of the members of that court, which 
stands to-day as high as that of any State 
of our Union for integrity and indepen- 
dence. 

** Nevertheless, it indicates a purpose and 
design to make all the departments of the 
State Government, Executive, Judicial, and 
legislative, component parts of a great 
party machine, for the purpose of using the 
Government for party purposes, ata, I 
fear in some instances, for personal gain. 

“The election of a Democratic ticket in- 
sures that these several powers of govern- 
ment will be separate and distinct, and that 
we shall return to the ancient landmarks 
that the fathers made. We ask your suf- 
frages, to the end that the government of 


{this State ‘may be a government of laws 


and not of men.’ ”’ 

Senator Stone spoke after Judge Herrick, 
and his mention of Bryan brought a hearty 
cheer from the audience. ‘Good boy!" 
shouted a man when the Nebraskan’s name 
was uttered; ‘“‘there’s the man!” and the 
crowd cheered again. 

Martin W. Littleton followed Senator 


Stone, anr aroused much enthusiasm by 
his references to what he described as the 
inconsistencies and dishonesty of the Re- 
publican money and tariff claims. He 
spoke in a clear, penetrating voice that was 
easily heard in all parts of the auditorium, 
and. said in part: 

“We i:01d that attending to our own 
business is not cowardly, that following in 
the footsteps of our fathers is not craven, 
and that keeping out of trouble 1s not the 
‘act of a weakling.’ We protest that peace 
does not signify decay, that quiet does not 
always mean sleep, and that, good-will does 
not always denote surrender. We contend 
that all courage is not found in war, that 
ail gain is not found in conquest, and that 
all honor does not come from martial glory. 

‘We do not care whether other countries 
pay their debts or not; but we do care 
about how much our debt is and who will 
pay it. We are not concerned about other 
nations yebeving themselves, for the ex- 

nse of their misbehavior is paid by them; 

ut we are concerned about our behavior, 

because we have to pay the expense of 
that. We are not opposed to a reasonable 
army and navy; but we are opposed to 
using them as a ‘big stick’ to provoke a 
quarrel with some country whose army and 
navy is not so large. 

“The President's spirit is honestly 
wrought by an unshaken faith in an en- 
larged destiny, a destiny which, as he sees 
it, despises the boundaries of a continent

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and the limitation of written law, and 
claims the unconquered world as its field 
of action and emergency as its Constitu- 
tional guide; a destiny which throws aside 
the restraints of tradition, abandons the 
experience gained in the narrow pursuits 
of selfish peace, and resolves that being 
sb it is cowardly unless we make the 
whole world right. 

“This is not a mission of peace in order 
that there shall not be war: but a mis- 
sion of war in order that there may be 
peace. In this great mission to set the 
whole world right; in this sweep of destiny 
a trust is as essential as a torpedo, a 
monopoly more useful than the militia, a 
combination more terrible than a cruiser. 
The Coal Trust in full command could set 
the navies of the world adrift with mo- 
tionless machinery; the Steel Trust, extend- 


‘ed, could smite with commercial paralysis 


75 per cent. ‘of the business of the world: 
the banking combination could send the 
feverish markets of Europe to the bottom 
in disaster and dismay. But while the 
Titans struggled, who wou!d produce the 
wealth to pay the cost? 

“The Government will glitter at the top, 
but it will groan at the bottom. Its navy 
may throw its awful shadow on every 
shore, but America’s best blood is turned 
to sweat to pay the cost. Its army may 
march to the music of every National air 
the whole world over, but America's flow- 
ering youth will work in grime and dust 
to pay the cost. Its financiers may sub- 
due the markets everywhere; but the trust 
that gives them power is resting upon the 
bending backs of America’s truest men. 
‘What profiteth a man if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?’ What 
profiteth America if she become the chief 
of all the world powers and lose the loyal 
patriotism of her own blood? 

“The idea of this militant mission for 
America, of course, does not amount to a 
definite plan and cannot be charged tu the 
President’s immediate policy, but the idea 
is growing, it pulsates in the constant cry 
of ‘civic righteousness’; it flashes in the 
herald and boast of a ‘world power’; it 
breathes in the denunciation of the ‘ cow- 
ard and weakling,’ and is typified in the 
brandishing of the ‘big stick.’ It burns 
in the biood of righteous men and feeds the 
ambitious ardor of the soldier. It is the 
fascinating, thrilling cry of the cross and 
the sword, and there is no heart but at 
s0me time it touches, and there is no as- 
piration but what at some point it stimu- 
lates. It appeals to the man of ‘granite 
end iron,’ and therein lies its danger.”’ 

The last speaker was Charles Lamb of 
Indiana, whose sonorous ‘voice could be 
heard by the policemen on Madison Avenue. 
He made a big hit with the big audience 
when he said that the Republican ticket in 
Colorado was Roosevelt and Peabody, and 
in Utah Fairbanks and Smoot. 

Mr. Lamb’s references to Ireland and Re- 
publican efforts to obtain the Catholic 
vote were much applauded.

HERRICK IN BROOKLYN. 


Judge Herrick got an ovation in Will- 
jamsburg last nfght when he appeared at 
Arion Hall there. Tired after the Madison 
Square meeting, pale and seemingly ex- 
hausted, he came in after speeches by the 
Chairman of the meeting, Otto Kempner. 
John B. Stanchfield, and John W. Keller 
had been delivered.

Judge Herrick repeated 
the speéch he had delivered at the ‘Madison 
Square meeting, and was interrupted again 
and again with hearty applause: 

The meeting wag, hela under the apspices 
of the Democtati¢ ‘Campaign Committee of 
Kings County. Arion’ Hall was crowded, 
not less than 2,000 persons being present. 
After calling the meeting to order Mr. 
Kempner began his address by stating that 
it was a typically German-American meet- 
ing, a gathering of voters opposed to mill- 
tarism and imperialism. ‘‘ The supreme 
question of the campaign,’’-he said, “is 
this: Do we want to: convert our peaceful 
Republic into a warlike empire? If so, let's 
vote for the war-lord, Theodore Roosevelt. 

John D. Stanchfield got a rousing recep- 
tion. He said in part: 

‘“We expect from Brooklyn one of the 
old-fashioned Democratic victories which 
made you famous. The contention we make 
is that the present tariff favors certain 
classes at the epense of the masses. 
Roosevelt says that the wage has grown 
faster than the cost of living. Is that true 
in Brooklyn? We say that we favor a tariff 
sufficient for the economic administration 
of the Government, and one so levied that 
it will work no harm to any class or sec- 
tion of the country. Taxation above that 
is robbery. 

* Roosevelt breathes an atmosphere of 
war,’’ continued the speaker, ‘‘even when 
he is addressing a meeting of Methodists 
or ladies, saying that we are not to be a 
nation of cowards and weaklings.”’ 


TYPEWRITER’S NEW RECORD. 


Trenton Woman Writes 21,089 Words in 
Six Hours and a Half.

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 17.—Mrs. Margaret 
Cunningham, a stenographer in the office 
of the Supreme Court, at Trenton, recently 
wrote 21,089 words in six and one-half 
hours without making a single error or 
omission. The world’s speed record is 
claimed for her on the performance. 
The previous record was held by Miss 
Olive R. Cameron of Tennessee, 2 stenogra- 
pher in the Patent Office, who broke the 
record held by.Miss Mary E. Pretty of 
Philadelphia by writing 23,000 words. in 
seven and a half hours.

“THE STORY OF THE EVIL SPIRIT.’ 
A picture that‘tells a thriihng tale. 


E HAVE secured for exhibition for a short time Astley 
D. M. Cooper’s great $25,000 painting ‘‘ The Story of 
the Evil Spirit,” his latest production (shown on the 
4th floor), and the most wonderfully realistic picture of 
the céntury. 

The subject depicts in a vivid manner an incident in Western 
life during the late Indian War. A group of Indians, some sitting 
and others standing around a camp-fire in the center of a wigwam. 
Two white captive sisters have been brought in and are being 
guarded by an old squaw, who is sitting behind them. 

An Indian Chief has apparently just entered the tent and is 
reciting the legend of the Indian Devil or “ Evil Spirit ’’ in a most 
dramatic way. The white captives imagine he is telling of their 
coming torture and their faces show intense fear. There is a rift 
or tear in the tent and algo in the corner of the doorway through 
which the moonbeams are streaming, striking the figures on the 
one side, while in marked contrast the reflection from the camp-fire 
strikes the opposite side. The effect is truly wonderful. Never has 
fire been painted with such realism—it has the actual glow of real 
fire. Each face in the grouping presents a study, and the costumes 
and ‘Still life ’’ effects are grandly painted. 

For years Mr. Cooper has made a study of Indian life and 
costumes and he is the greatest painter of these subjects in the world 
to-day, and the picture outside of telling a story has many artistic 
features that 2ppeal to all lovers of art. 

The picture viewed from the rear of the exhibition room seems 
very real. The distance from the foreground to the background is 
truly remarkable. You can apparently “see into’’ the picture, 
which appears to have a depth of 20 feet. The.size of the canvas 
is 10 x 8 feet. . 

The atmosphere and handling show a stroke of a master hand. 
It will repay one to visit this great creation. 

In connection with this exhibition we will also kave a number 
of other of Mr. Cooper’s productions which will serve to show the 
genius and versatility of the-artist. ‘‘The Gold Hunter’s Fate,”

The Former Replies to Parker’s 
Statements on Philippines. 


HIGGINS ON STATE ISSUES 


He Defends the Ballot Law and Insists 
That Books of the State Are Open 
-—Coming Here Wednesday. 


TROY, Oct. 17.—Troy Republicans gave 
Senator Charles W. Fairbdnks, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Vice President, and 
Lieut Gov. Frank W. Higgins, the candi- 
date for Governor, a rousing welcome here 
to-night. Harmony Hall, where the meet- 
ing was held, was packed beyond the dan- 
ger point with a most enthusiastic crowd, 
otf which probably one-half were women, 
Ex-Gov. Frank 8S. Black of Troy presided. 

Senator Fairbanks kept his audience in 
good humor with frequent witty sallies, He 
dwelt at length upon the industrial depres- 
sion following the campaign of 1892, and 
cited Coxey's “‘ pathetic army ” as a fitting 
symbol of triumphant Democracy. 

He devoted special attention to Judge 
Parker’s recent on the Philippine 
question, and particularly one 
statement attributed Judge Parker, 
which he quoted as follows:

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NEW CRUISER MAKES FAST RUN. 


The Colorado Comes Here from Cramps’ 
: Yards at 20/7 Knots. 


With a new record to her credit for speed 
between the Delaware Breakwater and 
Sandy Hook, the new armored cruiser 
| Colorado, which arrived from Philadelphia 
| on Sunday night, went into dry dock at the 
| New York Navy Yard yesterday afternoon. 
The Colorado, which may be described as a 
vessel with a broadside resembling that of 
the Kearsarge, fore and aft turrets shaped 
like those of the Tilinois, and the funnel 
arrangement of the ill-fated Russian 
American-built. cruiser Variag, is the first 
of the eight armored cruisers authorized 
by Congress since the declaration of war 
with Spain to leave the yards of her build- 
ers for her sea trials prior to her accept- 
ance by the Government. 

One of the stipulations in the contract 
for the Colorado is that she must attain 
a speed of 22 knots on her official trial 
trip, and that she will be able to make this 
splendid performance there seems not the 
\slightest doubt. When she left the yards 
'of the Cramps she had in her bunkers only 
the ordinary run of the mines, and then, 
without being forced, the great vessel made 
» 20% knots, which speed, if maintained, is 
| sufficient to take her across the Atlantic 
tin a little over six days. When she goes 
out for her Government trial, over the

The Colorado is not nearly so high out of 
the water as the new battleships, and this 
was plainly emphasized yesterday as she 
lay alongside the Cob Dock just opposite 
the place where the great Connecticut 
‘is in process of construction. She is fitted 
jas a flagship, and will when ready for com- 
'missioning ,have cost about $3,780,0u0. 
,Her complete armament consists of four 
8-inch guns, two each in turrets fore and 
aft; fourteen 6-inch, eighteen 3-inch, twelve 
'8-pounders, eight 1-pounders, and two 3- 
inch field rapid-firing guns, in addition to 
‘two machine and six automatic guns.

SUPT. MORGAN DEFENDS 
REGISTRATION POLICY 


Deputies Must Make Challenges 
Themselves, Says Cunneen’s Aide. 


ODELL SAYS HE’S SATISFIED 


Murphy Asks Why McAdoo and Jerome 
Are Not Notified If There Is Evi- 
dence of Illegality. 


Superintendent of Elections Morgan sent 
a letter yesterday to the Law Committee 
of Tammany Hall, as to the action of his 
bureau in challenging men on the first 
two days of registration, in the course of 
which he says: ‘‘ The investigations which 
I have made during the past year dis- 
closed, among other things, the following 
facts: 

“(1..) There have been within the past 
year in the Borough of Manhattan alone 
over 70,000 removals among the voting 
population. The name of each householder 
who has removed, as well as his: residence, 
has been entered upon the challenge list 
in order to prevent any other person vot- 
ing upon the names of persons so removed. 

“(2.) There have been more than 14,000 
males above the age of twenty-one years 
who have died in the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx alone during the last 
year. These names have been entered 
upon the challenge list in order to prevent 
impersonation. 

“(3.) The names of all males above the 
age of twenty-one now in penal institutions 
also have been placed on this list. 

“(4.) Out of a total of about 8,000 nat- 
uralization papers which have been ex- 
amined, some ‘1,500 certificates have been 
forfeited and canceled by the courts which 
issued them. These names also have been 
added to the challenge list. 

“(5.) My investigation of certain lodging 
houses and disorderly resorts has disclosed 
the fact that bold attempts have been 


; and are being made to colonize in various 


sections of the city. This also accounts 
for a large number of challenges. The 
sudden presence of large numbers of un- 
known men in suspicious pMaces about 
thirty days before an election is sufficient 
cause for an equally large a number of 
challenges. Moreover, a large percentage 
of these recent arrivais now are in some of 
the Assembly Districts of which you com- 
plain, and to which you especially have 
directed my attentién, 

“This answer does not meet the facts,” 
declared Mr. Murphy. “It does ‘not explain 
why a quarter of a million citizens were 
placed on the Repubjican lists for challenge 
and humiliation with the hope of driving 
a percentage of legal voters in the city 
from the polls. Mr. Morgan says he has 
discovered that ‘houses of ill-repute sud- 
denly have become filled with a male popu- 
lation.’ Mr. Morgan is an officer of the 
law, sworn to defend the law. If he has 
discovered such facts as he states, why 
doesn’t he go at once to Police Commission- 
er McAdoo or to District Attorney Jerome 
and place the evidence before them, to lodge 
not only complaints, but to prosecute those 
engaged in illegal registration as well as 
those in illegal business. 

Deputy Attorney General Collins, repre- 
senting Attorney General Cunneen, issued 
a formal opinion last night that the Super- 
intendent has no wer or right to call 
upon Inspectors:of Elections to challenge 

ersons whose names and addresses have 
beer furnished by the Bureau of Elections. 
He says that the Elections law plainly in- 
dicates that an elector may not challenge 
or procure the challenge of a voter without 
being personally present at the time of the 
application for registration. This would 
require the presence of a Morgan deputy to 
make each challenge. ‘ 

“T also am of the opinion,” wrote the 
Deputy Attorney General, in. address- 
ing Mr. Morgan, ‘“‘that the law_ con- 
templates investigation by you, and that 
your challenging or your neglect to chal- 
lenge an applicant for registration must be 
based upon the result of your investiga- 
tions, and that the challenges are to be by 
you or your deputies, and the —— pro- 
ceeded against, if unwarrantedly interfered 
with, may have redress from you or the 
deputy so challenging.” . 

When the opinion of Deputy Attorney 
General Collins was sent to Mr, Morgan’s 
office, Mr. Morgan sent the messenger boy 
back at once with the opinion, saying: 

** When I want an opinion from the Depu- 
ty Attorney General I will ask for it.” 

In five minutes the messenger boy re- 
turned with the opinion, and again it was 
sent back. 

A short time later a clerk from Mr. Col- 
lins’s office went to Mr. Morgan's office 
and asked Mr. Morgan, it is said, that as 
a favor he would accept the opinion and 
keep it in his office. Mr. Morgan acceeded 
to this request. 

Governor-Chairman Odell declared yes- 
terday that he was well satisfied with the 
work of Mr. Morgan’s office and told some 
of his friends that he expected to keep off 
the rolls between 25,000 and 30,000 fraudu- 
lent votes, which he said he believed had 
helped to swell Tammany majorities.

ROOSEVELT ON CIVIL SERVICE. 


Commissioner Cooley Compares Him 
with McKinley and Cleveland. 


The Republican National Committee gave 
out a letter yesterday which Civil Service 
Commissioner A. W. Cooley has written

The Marlowe-Sothern performance of 
“Romeo and Juliet” last night at the 
Knickerbocker recalled one af Joseph Jef- 
ferson’s happiest sayings. Asked if he did 
not think the star system pernicious and 
degrading to true art, the Dean of all our 
stars answered that a great play could only 
centre about a great passion or a great 
character, and therefore demanded a great 
actor. He cited Hamlet, Othello, Macbeth. 
“But how about Romeo and Juliet?’” 
persisted his questioner. ‘‘ The passions of 
Hamlet is revenge, of Othello jealousy, of 
Macbeth ambition—all of them capable of 
being. embodied in a _ single character. 
‘Romeo and Juliet’ is the tragedy of love, 
and love differs from all other passions, in- 
volving of necessity two people. ‘ Romeo 
and Juliet’ is a play for twin stars.” 

There are points of view from which this 
reasoning is less than perfect. But it is 
certain that of all plays this one best lends 
itself to the purposes of double stars. There 
were defects in the performance last night, 
but it may safely be said that never in the 
memory of the younger generation of play- 
goers has it been excelled, and its best 
moments were welcomed with great and 
spontaneous enthusiasm by a crowded and 
intelligent audience. 

Miss Marlowe's Juliet has long been fa- 
miliar. In owr salad days its plastic, girl- 
ish grace, lyrically impassioned loveliness, 
and simple power of tragedy made up one 
of the great dramatic experiences of the 
time. Since then the gifted actress has 
passed through the. ordeal by dramatized 
novel, and has unaccountably emerged the 
greater as well as the more matured art- 
ist. The gain is both in range of denote- 
ment of character and emotion and in sheer 
dramatic power. On the one hand, her 
Juliet is endowed with a broader variety of 
light and shadow, and on the other with 
more fluently modulated and deeper cli- 
maxes of tragic emotion. 

The balcony scene, in which the lyric ele- 
ment Was wont to dominate, has been more 
firmly realized naturalistically, bringing 
out the character of virginal impassion- 
ment, flooding it with the elusive radiance 
of gracious coquetry—almost colloquial at 
times; and all this without once impairing 
the fluency of the verse or the integrity of 
the dominant passion. 

A marvelous piece of interpretation was 
that in which the girl wife, threatened by 
her parents with the impossible marriage to 
Count Paris, made her last appeal for 
guidance to her old confidante, the Nurse, 
and, being betrayed by the counsel of that 
simple worldling, was forced back upon 
her newly stirred womanhood. The cry of 
“Ancient damnation! O most. wicked 
fiend!’ with which she dismissed her, held 
all the agony of an awakening soul. 

In the potion scene the varied powers of 
the actress were seen at their highest. The 
fear of dishonor struggled against the fear 
of the awakening in the charnel tomb. 
Love and devotion wrestled with death. 
All the shifting phases of that heroic strug- 
gle were denoted with the accuracy of high 
art and flowed together into a living, pul- 
sating whole. It is one of the tragedies of 
Shakespearean interpretation that those 
who look Juliet are not able to play Juliet, 
and that the years which bring mastery 
take away something of the necessary 
physical endowment. Miss Marlowe is 
fortunate in attaining her full powers while 
suill in the flush of womanly maturity. 

Mr. Sothern’s Romeo is perhaps not the 
happiest of his achievements. In the bal- 
cony scene it lacked plastic grace and 
lyric passion. But it was still the work of 
an actor of high ability and intelligence. 
rhe passages with Friar Laurence revealed 
a fresh and grateful note of intellectual 
—a that we had not hitherto di- 
vined, 

The fight with Tybalt gave scope to the 
actor’s romantic fervor and force, calling 
forth an outburst of enthusiasm. The im- 
petuous despair with which he spoke of his 
banishment was fervid, sustained, and, up 
to the last moment, convincing. Then he 
made the mistake of giving the line about 
falling prostrate before he wavered and 
pitched headlong—which suggested a pre- 
meditation’ foreign to the moment. 

The scene of the 
cnamber had a rare mingling of manly 
sense and self-control with abandoned devo- 
tion—a very fine conception. In spite of 
momentary lapses, the performance was 
vigorous, poetic, and intelligent. 

The cast as a whole was unusually com- 
petent. As the Friar W. H. Crompton was 
dignified and intellectually commanding, 
and read his lines with a fine sense of their 
poetic value. Mrs. S61 Smith invested the 
Nurse with an unctuous and varied humor 
and a delicious vernacular actuality char- 
acteristic of the elder school. 

The production was handsome, many of 
the scenes being those previously used by 
Miss Marlowe. 

Particularly commendable was the evi- 
dent effort to give the text in its proper 
sequence, and with as little cutting as might 
be. The lighting was at times erratic, and 
seldom or never aided in the creation of 
atmospheric illusion. 

Taken all in all the occasion was note- 
worthy and ‘memorable. Superlatives are 
dangerous; but it is doubtful whether the 
English-speaking stage has any two actors 
who could surpass the present performance. 


ENGLISH “PARSIFAL” IN BOSTON 


Mr. Savage’s Production Approved—Ap- 
plause Suppressed, by Direction. 


BOSTON, Oct. 17.—For the first time on 
any stage “ Parsifal’’ was rendered in Eng- 
lish at the Tremont Theatre to-night under 
the direction of Henry W. Savage, in the 
presence of an audience which taxed the 
capacity of one of Boston’s largest play- 
houses. The enthusiasm indicated that the 
performance was regarded as an event of 


the musical season. 

The production in its musical aspects, 
however, did not excite the interest that 
was aroused by the effort to transpose the 
great German opera into English. 

The clearness of the English presentation 
was the astonishing feature. The result 
Was not brought about exclusively by 
American and English artists, for Mr. 
Savage included among his principals Alois 
Pennarini, the Hamburg tenor, and Johan- 
nes Bischoff, who sang Amfortas, 

Throughout the Payee we the applause 
was suppressed. The management had re- 
quested that there be no applause at the 
fall of the curtains, the purpose being to 
preserve the spirit of reverence which 
characterizes the performances at Baireuth. 
On occasions the enthusiasm of the audi- 
ence, however, boiled over and at the end of 
the second act the applause was sustained.

WEINSEIMER TESTIFIES 
HE RECEIVED “PRESENTS” 


Maintained Four Bank Accounts on 
$30 Weekly Salary.

ONE “PRESENT” WAS $3,000 


That Was from Master and Journeymen 
Plumbers—Denies. Essig Charges 
—Defense Closes To-day. 


Philip Weinseimer, ex-President of the 
Building Trades Alliance, who has been on 
trial for the past week before Judge New- 
burger, in General Sessions, on an indict- 
ment charging him with the extortion of 
$2,700 from George J. Essig, a master 
Plumber, in connection with work on the 
Chatsworth apartment house, took the 
Stand yesterday in his own behalf. 
Weinseimer denied that he had demand- 
ed or received any money from Essig. He 
admitted, on cross-examination by Assist- 
and District Attorney Rand, that he was 
not indignant at alleged offers of money for 
“fixing matters”’ on the Chatsworth job, 
but said that when Hssig came to him té 
fee about having work resumed on the 
building he told the plumbing bpss to go 
to the walking delegates of the Plumbers’ 
Union. 

The defendant admitted, also, that he 
was interested in the Navajo Copper Com- 
pany, the Industrial Federation of Amer- 
ica, and the American Printing and Ma- 
chine Company. He said he received $30 
a week while he was walking delegate of 


the Journeymen Plumbers’ Union, but 
only got $3 a year as President of the 
Alliance, though he received $5 a day when 
working on any of tthe committees: From 
the Industrial Federation, of which he was 
Secretary, he said he received $25 a week. 
The cross-examination continued: 

Q.—Are you a man of independent 4ncome? 
-—NO. 

Q.—Have you ‘ever had a legacy? A.—Yes, 
seven years ago I came into $2,000. 

you own a house? 


oa A.—Yes, in Lo 
Island City. “s 


Q.—When did you nuy this house? A.—I didn’t 
buy it. It was given to me by my mother. 
Q.—Outside of your salary and the rent of 
your house, have you had any other sources of 
income? A.—I don’t know as I could call it an 
income. I have had some presents. I received a 
substantial ent from the gentlemen of the 
Conference Board of the Master Plumbers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Journeymen Plumbers’. Union. 
Q.—How much did you get? A.—$3,000. 
Q.—Had you rendered any service for that 
$3,000? A.—I considered that I had. 

Q.—Then it was not a pré@sent. What was the 
service you rendered? A.—The master plumbers 
wanted the union plumbers to sign a certain 
agreement, and I got them to sign it. 

Q.—What other presents have you had? A.—I 
don’t remember any. 

Weinseimer said that he had maintained 
four bank accounts in the past three 
years. Mr. Rand asked him if he had de- 
poctees $27,934 in the oy Dock Savings 

ank, $20,901.70 in the owery Savings 
Bank, $15,668.32 In the Bank for Savings 
of the City of New York, and $20,774 in the 
Emigrants’ Industrial and Savings Bank, 
but an objection was sustained by Judge 
Newburger. 

On direct examination Weinseimer said 
that his attention was first called to the 
trouble on the Chatsworth job at a meet- 
ing of the Conference Board in October, 
1008, when the Chairman declared that 
Rendall, then contracting plumber, was not 
a member of the masters’ association. He 
said that it was the duty of the delegates 
to take action, 

Weinseimer then told of being intro- 
duced to George Johnson of Johnson & 
Kahn, gy mg Chatsworth contractors, 
late in 1903. He said that Johnson com- 
plained that the plumbers had struck on 
the Chatsworth and that he believed it was 
due to the influence of competing master 
plumbers, who had failed to get the job. 

“He said that he wanted to be fair,” 
continued the witness, ‘“‘and did not think 
the plumbers’ union should be lined up 
against him. I told him I didn’t know we 
had any erievance. 

“He said then, ‘ It seems to me I’ve seen 
you before,’ and added, ‘Do you want to. 
play the races? I can give you some good 
things.’ 

**T told him I was not interested in horse 
racing.”’ 

A week later, Weinseimer declared, he 
met Johnson again, and the latter. asked if 
Rendall could be admitted to the Master 
ams na Association. The witness con- 

nued; 

“He said finally, ‘See here, Weinseimer, 
you know these people. Now if -you could 
fix it up and help him to be admitted to 
the Master Plumbers I'll make you a pres-’ 
ent of $500.’ I thanked him and said I 
couldn’t very well prevent him from makin 
me a present of $500 if he wanted to, bu 
I did’t see what I could do to help him.” 

Weinseimer, on further direct examina- 
tion. denied in detail the charges of accept- 
ing money from the complainant Essig as 
related by him and the other witnesses for 
Charles L. BHidlitz, President of 
the Building Trades Employers’ Associa- 
tion. and Charles Cohen, counsel for the 
Employers’ Association, also testified. The 
defense expects to complete its case to-day.

Declare Mrs. Martin Threw Lamp 
at Her Visitor. 


SAID TO HAVE CONFESSED 


Tragedy Discovered During Sixty-second 
Street Flathouse Blaze — Dead 
Woman a Nellie McCarthy. 


A woman climbed out on the fire escape 
on the second floor of 247 East Sixty-second 
Street, about 6 o'clock last night, yelling 
“ Fire.” Detectives Isenberg and Vanderau 
of the East Sixty-seventh Street Station 
were at the corner and a fire alarm was 
turned in. They ran to the house, with 
Patrolman Shannon, and found a slight 
blaze Ir the hallway on the second floor. 
Further investigation showed the body of 
Nellie McCarthy, employed at the Ashiand 
House, at the head of the stairs toward 
the rear. The woman was dead and most 
of her clothing had been burned off.

!ehampionship. Harvard now holds the team 
while Frank O. Reinhart of 
‘Princeton is the individual champion. Reinhart 
jhas been playing good golf this season, but he 
has not taken so prominent a position in the 
tournaments of the year as he did last season. 
He failed to qualify in the National champlion- 
iphip at Baltusrol, but since that time his golf 
bhas improved. F. Murray Olyphant seems to be 
the most formidable player that Princeton has 
for the individual contest. He has just won 
the championship of that university, and he also 
holds the amateur championship of New Jersey. 
lis golf has been characterized by great steadi- 
ness. The Princeton team will be considerably 
stronger than last year. 

Harvard's chances of retaining the team champ- 
jonship are particularly bright. The Captain is 
H. Chandler Egan, the new National champion, 
and whose brilliant golf during the year hap 
made him, probably, as an all-round Pare. de- 
cidediy the most prominent golfer of the year. 
He helds the Western championship for the sec- 
ond time, and his only important defeat was in 
the recent Olympic championship at St. Louis, 
where the Canudicn ex-champion, George §S. 
Lyon, beat Egan in the final thirty-six-hole 
round by 3 up and 2 to play. Egan’s cousin, 
Walter E. Egan, is one of the leaders of the 
Harvard team, and another strong man, who 
has done his bést work this year, is Malcolm 
McBurney, whose victories include the champ- 
Monship of Berkshire County, Mass., and the 
‘Lenox and Stockbridge Cups in those club tourna- 
ments. Fay Ingalls and H. C, Chick are other 
good players on the Harvard team. 

Yale will have 3 good delegation of golfers 
in the Myopia tournament, but her chances of 
‘winning the team championship are not so 
rromising as :n former years.

Mr. zmomes 
wished it stated in connection with his plans 
that he did not in any way intend to sell 
out and quit racing, but rather would reduce 
his present establishment, with the idea that 
tn the near future he would be able to race 
horses that he bred himself. Mr. Thomas 
further stated that he positively would not 
sell Hermis. The date of the sale has not 
yet been settled on. 

Mr. Thomas has opened negotiations for the 
purchase of the Dixiana Farm, near Lexing- 
ton, Ky., where Major B. G. Thomas bred 
Correction, Domino, Himyar, and many other 
famous race horses, and it is probable that 
he will secure the place.

Senator William A. Clark, has completed 
negotiations for the purchase of the famous 
Bitter Root Breeding Farm of the late Mar- 
cus Daly, for a price: well toward $2,000,000, 
and that the papers have been actually 
drawn, but are yet unsigned. They are in 
the shape of a “ bargain and sale” deed, 
in which young Marcus Daly agrees to sell 
the entire 27,500 acres, together with the 
beautiful private kome_of Mrs. Daly, lo- 
cated on the ranch, as well as stables and 
all other improvements when he (Daly) 
arrives at the age of thirty years. In his 
‘will ‘the Jate Marcus Daly stipulated that 
the property’ should not be sold until this 
age had been attained. 


The Bitter Root Stud was founded by the 
late Marcus Daly about fifteen years ago, 
and up to the.time of the ‘‘ Copper King’s” 
death in 1901 was his chief pride. In the 
Bitter Root Stud Mr. Daly placed the best 
horses that he could purchase, there being 
two divisions 6f the t place, one for the 
breeding of thoroughbred race horses and 
the other for the breeding of light harness 
horses. At. the head of the thoroughbred 
establishment he set the best English and 
American bred horses, and it was chiefly 
with the view to having the horse for breed- 
ing purposes that he paid $40,000 for Ham- 
burg when a three-year-old, the latter sell- 
ing recently at autction for $70,000. For his 
trotting horse farm he secured many fa- 
mous animals, one of the greatest successes 
of his place be the stallion Prodigal. 

The death of the founder compelled the 
heirs to put the horses of both places on 
the market, the trotters being sold first. 
Prior to Mr. Daly’s death he had main- 
tained big racing stables for both classes of 
horses, his Eastern stable of thoroughbred 
being trained by Matthew Burns, and tha’ 
in the West by John Campbell, while his 
trotters and rs were distributed through 
several establishments. To aid the breedin 
interest in Montana Mr. Daly really buri 
the merits of many good horses that he 
bred and owned by confining their racing 
to the Montana tracks. One notable case 
ofa horse that narrowly escaped be- 
ing thus buried was that of Ogden, which, 
afte, raci at the fairs in Montana came 
on to New York and won the Futurity, and 
afterward captured other good and import- 
ant stakes.

SAVED GIRLS FROM BULL. 


Ruse of Twelve-Year-Old Toreador with 
Red Tie Succeeds. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MADISON, N. J., Oct. 17.~—Twelve-year- 
old Arthur Derby of Hanover, a farmer's 
apprentice, transformed himself into a 
toreador yesterday and with a flaming red 
silk necktie succeeded in distracting the at- 
tention of an infuriated bull from two 
young girls, thereby probably saving them 
from death. After he had diverted the bull 
from the chase after the girls he climbed a 
tree and escaped injury. 

Derby is employed by a farmer named 
Garrabrant at Hanover. The animal was in 
a pasture lot, and the girls, who were 
chestnutting, entered the field to go to a 
wood. One of them wore a brilliant red 
sash, which aroused the bull, who made a 
rush for the wearer. The girls ran scream- 
ing with fright for the nearest fence. 
Derby, who sat by the roadside whittling a 
stick, took in the situation, vaulted over the 
fence into the pasture and shouted to at- 
tract the attention of the bull, at the same 
time waving his red necktie, which he had 
torn from his neck. 

Fortunately for the girls this ruse was 
successful. There is no doubt that the 
girls would have been caught by the ani- 
mal, The rough ground and their skirts 
and terror combined to make their progress 
slow and uncertain, and the bull was fast 
overtaking them. Derby himself had a live- 
ly time getting out of the animal’s way. 
He dodged about until the girls were in 
safety, and then made a break for a safe 
place. The bull was close on his heels when 
he reached a tree and climbed half way to 
the top. After the bull had got tired of 


waiting and had gone away Derby ran to a 
safe place.

SECURITY FOR THE FUTURE. 

Two facts stand out from the excellent 
report of the Government commission as 
to the Slocum disaster. One is that the 
system provided by law for the regula- 
ticn of steam vessels was most inade- 
quately and shamefully carried out; the 
other is that the system itself is extreme- 
ly defective. Back of these facts lies the 
essential element in the situation—that 
there is no motive power anywhere suffi- 
cient to secure proper and thorough work 
in the department of inspection, and none 
that acts on builders and managers 6f 
vessels sufficient to make them take the 
care that is quite possible of the lives of 
their passengers. 

The negligence of the Inspectors in- 
criminated by the report was gross. The 
action of the President in directing: the 
discharge of Supervising Inspector Ropip 
and Inspectors DUMONT and BaRRETT is 
prompt and fully justified. It is the only 
remedial and reforming measure within 
the power of the Government for the mo- 
ment. It is true that these officers were 
not empowered to enforce the removal of 
defects discovered by them, as they clear- 
ly should be; but that should have made 
them all the more vigilant in searching 
for defects and all the more strict in 
using the powers they actually had. They 
were neither vigilant nor strict, but were 
negligent and lax to a degree almost in- 
conceivable in view of the terrible conse- 
querces which they knew must result 
from such vices in their official conduct. 
Scme of them will be proceeded against 
in the criminal courts, and it is a pity 
that they cannot be sent to prison for the 
rest of their lives. Such a penalty would 
be ridiculously inadequate for their of- 
fense, but it would have some deterrent 
effect on men in a position to bring about 
the awful destruction of which they have 
been guilty. But even if this were possi- 
ble under the law it is doubtful if any 
eystem of official inspection can be made 
even approximately sufficient to prevent 
disasters like that of the Slocum under 
the present law. 

The responsibility of the owners and 
managers of the Slocum is far greater 
than that of the Inspectors, and their 
crime is not only greater but infinitely 
more contemptible, for its motive was 
sheer greed, which they sought to gratify 
at the risk of thousands of human lives 
and with the actual loss of hundreds. 
They evaded even the lax requirements 
of the law ard, apparently reckoning the 
value of human life.as against beggarly 
savings in expenditure, preferred the lat- 


, 


ter. But they are no worse than the 
owners of hundreds of craft used for car- 
rying large numbers of passengers, 
which the commission reports were found 
in substantially like condition with the 
Slocum. We do not accuse these men of 
deliberately willing the slaughter they 
brought about, but they deliberately 
omitted the precautions experience had 
shown to be necessary to prevent jt, and 
the owners reported to have vessels in 
the same plight have been guilty of the 
same terrible neglect. Human nature is 
| week, Dangers to others are contingent 
and seem remote, The dollars are in 
sight and tempting. ,No law can protect 
life on these vessels that does not recog- 
nize these facts and meet them. 

Two things are needed, The law should 
forbid the use for any considerable num- 
ber of passengers of steamers not made 
as completely fire-proof as the present 
state of the art permits. Wood should be 
allowed only where no other material is 
practicable, and where allowed should be 
rendered incombustible or as nearly so as 
may be. All the requirements for safety 
recommended by the commission should 
be included in the law, and official au- 
thority should be given to stop the use of 
vessels not fully complying with them. 
In other words, safety should be demand- 
ed by law and the demand enforced, 
This is the first thing. The second is to 
make owners responsible in damages for 
injuries or death unless they can show 
affirmatively that they have fully com- 
plied with the law. We do not know 
that this would be within the power of 
Corgress, but it would be within that of 
the State Legislature. The essence of 
this provision is that the burden of proof 
as to responsibility in case of such ves- 
sel owners would be on them and not on 
the plaintiffs who could show actual loss, 
This is a novel proposition in law, but it 
is just. There is no hardship involved. 
The owners can easily prove compliance 
with the law, if it exists. It is always 
extremely difficult for plaintiffs to prove 
the contrary, and to compel them to do so 
is in substance a denial of justice, A law 
with this provision in it would be practi- 
caily self-enforcing. The interest of the 
owners would be enlisted for, not 
against, it. - 


IT IS TIME. 


The Subway will be opened for public 
use on Oct. 27, Fifteen hundred thou- 
sand witnesses, daily users of the city’s 
transportation facilities, can be got any 
day to swear that this relief comes not 
too soon. It is high time we had a sub- 
way with swiftly moving trains running 
in it, to carry the stirring people of 
Manhattan up and down thelr narrow 
island. The Winter’s torment has set in 
earlier than usual. The surface and ele- 
vated cars are already crowded, packed, 
and jammed beyond the season’s wont. 
At any hour of the day and upon well- 
nigh any street car line one must fight 
to get a place upon a surface car, or, 
having got it, to leave it and regain the 
street; while upon the elevated lines 
during the morning and evening hours 
the old savage, ruthless, pushing and 
clawing for floor or platform standing 
room has been resumed. A Winter of 
great violence would be in store for us 
were it not for the Subway. 

It is a maxim that if a public convey- 
ance is started anywhere in this town, 
at any hour of the day or night, for any 
destination, it will speedily be filled by 
persons who want to go at that time 
from that particular place to the vehi- 
cle’s point of destination, The Subway 
cars, therefore, will for a certainty be 
filled from the first day of their opéra- 
tion. Public curiosity would suffice for 
that. A more compelling motive, how- 
ever, the motive of public need, will suf- 
fice to keep them filled, insomuch that 
a great many thousand persons will for 
the time being be withdrawn from the 
surface conveyances. What comfort, 
what joy, what luxury for the surface 
car and elevated roads passengers to be 
able to stretch their legs, and even now 
and then to get a seat on their morning 
and evening trips! But it will not be for 
long. The great city will speedily over- 
take and outgrow the new facilities of 
the Subway. The Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners have performed acceptably a 
great public service, but their work is 
not done. They should now apply them- 
selves with diligence to the work of com- 
pleting the plans for the east side route 
and for the west side down-town routes, 


THE WAR. 

The military situation in Manchuria is 
changing in detail every day. But it 
seems quite impossible that the authori- 
ties at St. Petersburg can extract any 
comfort from any of its mutations. For 
six months the Japanese had been stead- 
ily driving their opponents inland and 
northward, until they had driven them 
as far as it seemed safe for the Japanese 
themselves to advance. The delay before 
Liao-Yang, it seems, was occasioned by 
a desire to make their communications 
to the rear entirely secure. This object 
seems to have been attained before the 
latest Japanese advance. The Russian- 
built line from Niu-Chwang to Mukden 
had been made completely available for 
the forwarding of Japanese supplies to 
the front and for the return to the coast 
and to Japan of the Japanese wounded. 

The net result of thé awful carnage of 
the last week, it is equally clear, has 
been to stamp as an absolute and con- 
clusive failure Gen. KUROPATKIN’s coun- 
ter-attack. Whether that movement was 
of his own counseling or not it is certain 
that he has carried it.out most zealously 
and strenuously, and has been seconded 
by his troops with an enthusiasm not de- 
stroyed by the terrible and. nearly un- 
precedented loss of life. The failure is 
nevertheless so conclusive that a repeti- 
tion of the attempt would be mad and 
suicidal. It is in the last degree unlikely 
that another effort will be made to re- 
lieve Port Arthur by a forward move- 
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and fifty miles away. And the first at- 
tempt was so desperate that the making 
of it will be held to prove the extreme 
desperation of the state of the belea- 
guered fortress. 

The retention of Port Arthur is, all 
the same, the one exception to the oth- 
erwise constant rule of Russian defeat, 
Doubtless Port Arthur has proved a far 
harder nut to crack than was expected 
by the Japanese or by critical onlookers 
of any nationality, The defense has been 
heroic in its obstinacy, but it cannot last 
indefinitely against the enormous supe- 
riority in all military advantages which 
the besiegers can now bring to bear. 
While Port Arthur stands it will doubt- 
less be quite vain for any Power to sug- 
gest mediation. When it falls the Japan- 
ese will be in possession of everything for 
which they went to war. The question 
will then arise with real urgency whether 
it is not time for mankind to take meas- 
ures for putting a stop to a slaughter 
which will then appear to be useless and 
hopeless. That question will be in turn a 
question whether the Czar and his ad- 
visers have not been brought to a condi- 
tion in which they will consent to hear 
reason. Most happily there is no evidence 
that the Japanese desire, in their terms 
of peace, to go beyond reason, to inflict 
any unnecessary humiliation upon Rus- 
sia, or to do more than safeguard the 
vita] national interests for which they 
took up arms. They have. been accused 
in Europe of being “drunk with vic- 
tory,” but there is absolutely no evidence 
adduced in support of that accusation. 
Their victories are regarded by respon- 
sible Japanese public men as sad neces- 
sities. The manner of regarding them 
was strikingly shown in the interview 
we printed yesterday with “a prominent 
Japanese” in Tokio. With the display of 
this temper on the part of Japan, when 
what Gen. StTousse. calis “the bulwark 
of Russia’s power in the Far East” has 
been broken down, the Czar will be a 
very Pharaoh if he continues to harden 
his heart against proposals for peace.

THE RIGHTS OF TENANTS. 

The fire which destroyed the crowded 
tenement in Brooklyn on Sunday night, 
by which six persons were burned to 
death and many injured, some fatally, 
raises again the question which must 
sooner or later reach authoritative adju- 
dication: Has the tenant of a multiple 
apartment residence any right which the 
owner is bound to respect to protection 
from a danger to life and limb resulting 
from the operations of an incendiary in 
portions of the building under the control 
of the owner? 

Assuming that this dreadful fire was, 
as it appears to have been, of distinctl 
incendiary character; that the person 
who committed the crime had access to 
as many parts of the building as he 
needed to reach in order to insure the 
carrying out of his deadly purpose; that 
by reason of the accessibility of such 
parts of the building from the street and 
the lack of vigilance on the part of the 
servant of the owner, the janitor, such 
evil-disposed person had opportunity to 
dispose combustible material and kindle 
his fires in several places so as to cut 
off the avenues of possible escape for the 
occupants of upper floors, has the land- 
lord done all that his duty demands in 
connection with such portions of the 
bouse as are retained under his own con- 
trol for the use and benefit of all ten- 
ants? Since « tenant has no control of 
nor responsibility for cellar, halls, and 
stairs, he cannot protect himself against 
Gangers which may there originate. He 
takes the risk of his own carelessness or 
the carelessness of a co-tenant from 
fire originating within rented premises; 
but is he required to take this risk as 
well against the consequences of negli- 
gence on the part of the landlord in per- 
mitting the building of bonfires in parts 
of the bui:ding which he retains for his 
own purposes? 

It is surprising that these questions 
are not answered in decisions in a city so 
largely devoted to multiple apartment 
dwellings as New York. How they are 
answered in the cities of Continental 
Europe we know.

POISONED WHISKY. 

It is to be regretted that so little of 
benefit can be expected to result from 
the plan of the Federal experts in the 
Department of Agriculture to discover a 
plan by which the consumer of whisky 
can be guaranteed immunity from the 
risk of poisoning. They are obtaining 
samples and making analyses, This is all 
very well as promising contributions to 
our already more or less exact knowledge 
of the formulae by which dangerous bev- 
erages are compounded, but so long as it 
is possible to make three barrels of high- 
ly stimulating beverage out of one barrel 
of whisky in the store of the retailer the 
profits of this form of adulteration will 
attract the unprincipled and tempt them 
to assume greater risks than those of 
detection by agents of the Federal] Gov- 
ernment. It is possible in the bottling of 
what are known as “ case goods” for the 
Government to exercise intelligent super- 
vision over the purity of a brand and 
publicly to condemn it when it becomes 
dangerous; but that this course will be 
taken is scarcely to be expected. 

What is done to safeguard those who 
indulge in alcoholic beverages must be 
done locally. Boards of Health have 
power to seize and destroy liquors dan- 
gerous to life or detrimental to health; 
but even that power has its limitations 
in the reluctance of the courts to accept 
evidence that harm may result in the ab- 
sence of incontrovertible proof that it 
has resulted—which means that in many 
classes of cases it is usually necessary to 
wait until somebody has been demon- 
strably poisoned before the fact of the 


poisonous quality of a food or beverage. 
can be established. In the last analysis it. 


is a case of caveat emptor, in which the

Surances than are given by a dealer in- 
terested in swindling him and willing in- 
cidentally to poison him. The advocates 
of total abstinence may not consider this 
the strongest argument ever presented in 
support of their contention, but it is a 
very strong one. 


A NOVEL PICTURE SHOW. 

A hundred masterpieces of painting by 
foreign hands and another hundred by 
American artists will be shown next 
month in the Vanderbilt and South Gal- 
leries of the Fine Arts building on West 
Fifty-seventh Street. It is to be a Com- 
parative Exhibition of Native and For- 
eign Art; the expenses have been guar- 
anteed by a number of gentlemen inter- 
ested in the arts, and any profits from 
entrance fees will be given‘to the New 
York Eye and Ear Infirmary. The exhi- 
bition will be open for a month, closing 
about the middle of December. 

The idea of putting American paintings 
to the test of the finest foreign work pro- 
curable recalls TurRNER’s desire that his 
pictures should be hung beside those of 
CLAUDE LORRAINE. It springs from a 
firm belief that native art is underrated 
by Americans as well as foreigners, and 
it aims boldly at that prejudice against 
pictures by our own masters which in- 

| duces many collectors to avoid all native 
work in their galleries, one which pro- 
duces the surprising condition in some 
of our public museums that American 
pictures are absent or represented by 
minor works, inferior canvases by for- 
eigners having been preferred. It is to 
break down this mistaken undervalua- 
tion of our painters that Messrs, EvANs, 
RHOADES, BoNNER, HUMPHREYS, FREER, 
and others have determined to hang to- 
gether in the same galleries the finest ex- 
amples of European and American paint- 
ing which can be obtained. They have 
interested collectors in Montreal, Boston, 
Buffalo, Chicago, and other cities, and 
are leaving no stone unturned to secure 
the very best pictures in the land. Con- 
sidering the wealth of foreign work on 
this side of the Atlantic which may be 
drawn from, there need be no fear that 
the European artists will be represented 
by poor examples. The Americans will 
be compared with their peers. 

There is no doubt that the Compara- 
tive Exhibition will also prove a social 
function of the first magnitude. Taking 
a leaf from the Paris Salon, the pro- 
moters intend to hold a first night, 
charging a round fee for entrance, using 
the natural eagerness of people to be 
among the earliest to see an exhibition of 
so high a quality as a legitimate means 
to secure funds for the hospital. If the 
Portrait Show was successful in helping 
the Orthopedic; if the attendance in Bos- 
ton at the Whistler Exhibition surpassed 
the most sanguine calculations, it will 
only be natural for the coming exhibi- 
tion to prove more popular still and net 
a goodly sum to a charity which stands 
in great need of relief. 

These exhibits are to be confined to 
the work of men of the last century, so 
that ConsTABLE and TURNER, INGREs and 
DELACROIX, COLB and Hunt might be in- 
cluded. Certain to be represented by fine 
examples are the Barbizon painters and 
Corot, the ‘Americans WuHrsTLerR, MAR- 
TIN, INNEsS, LA FarGp and RYDER, 
WINSLOW HoMER and W. M. Hunt, SaR- 
GENT, THAYER, and BrusH. There are 
to be no portraits, and the mural paint- 
ers can be represented only by their 
easel works. The difficulty of choosing 
what is best is almost. insuperable; 
whatever be the result, there will be 
criticism of the choice from collectors 
as well as painters, for it is almost as 
ticklish a matter to overlook a collector 
as to give a painter the go-by. These in- 
evitable jealousies and heartburnings, 
however, only make the show more in- 
teresting. The point that such an exhibi- 
tion ought to offer is much more impor- 
tant, It should prove that our annual 
picture shows give a very inadequate 
idea of pictorial art in this country, It 
should surprise by its results even those 
who have a high opinion of American 
painting in general by giving them an 
ocular demonstration of the refinement, 
the delicacy, and virility of our native 
art when compared with the best con- 
temporary work abroad. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—wWhen, immediately after the Slocum 
disaster, it was revealed that her “ mate” 
had no license to perform the duties of that 
position or to bear Its title, it immediately 
occurred to a large number of people, some 
with only a general knowledge of the 
United States shipping laws and others 
thoroughly familiar with their application 
to seagoing vessels, that, whatever doubt 
there might be in regard to other details in 
the management and equipment of the 
steamer, this one was utterly illegal as well 
as obviously wrong. Immediate inquiries 
were made of the owners of the Slocum as 
well as of other excursion boats, and they 
all said that the mate’s lack of a license 
was a matter of no importance—that on 
such vessels the man so-called is not a 
mate at all, but merely a boss of deck- 
hands, the real mate being one of the 
pilots. These assurances were made so 
confidently that they were generally re- 
ceived as correct, particularly as the local 
inspection officers, not then as thoroughly 
discredited as they are now, gave them 
at least the authentication of silence. A 
few still doubted, however, and now the 
doubts of the few are changed to certain- 
ties by the report of the Federal commis- 
sion, which says that the employment of 
an’ unlicensed mate, even on an excursion 
steamer, is “in distinct violation of the 
‘law and contrary to the requirements of 
the vessel's certificate.” The theory of the 
pilot mate and the boss of deckhands re- 
ceives no consideration from the Commis- 
sioners, and certainly it deserves none. As 
a matter of fact, the Slocum had nobody on 
board who held the rank or did the work— 
the extremely important work—of a mate 
or First Officer. Constantly traversing. 
narrow and difficult waters, her pilots hag 
all they could do in performing their prop- 
er functions, and there were left many du- 
ties for the proper performance of which 
only a man with the qualifications of a 
licensed mate was competent. The man 
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bo’s'ns are always sailors, and usually good 
ones. That the crew of the Slocum were 
not sailors either was only an added reason 
that the mate should have had the versatile 
*“ handiness”’ and the ability to cope with 


sudden emergencies which characterize the | 


sailor, perhaps above all others, An able 
mate could and would have saved many a 
life on that dreadful day, and—in plain 
violation of a known law she had only a 
boss of deckhands!

fluous energy "’ of boys by setting them to 
Sweep the city streets for wages. There are 
something like half a thousand objections 
to this pretty scheme, and its imagined 
merits are mere inaccurate deductions trom 
the fact that clean streets are excellent 
things, and that the natural and unassisted 
manifestations of boyish energy are some- 
thing more than likely to trouble the peace 
ef nervous adults. The underlying objec- 
tion to the plan, however, is its assump- 
tion that public work is somehow different 
from private work, a1 ad can properly be per- 
formed, not with an eye single to getting it 
well done at a reasonable price, but with 
a large amount of attention turned toward 
other ends. For the machine politician it 
is a means of paying party debts or ad- 
vancing party ends—when it isn’t a means 
of paying private debts and advancing pri- 
vate ends. The philanthropist wants to 
“do good” while distributing the public 
money, but though his motive is admirable 
his judgment is askew, and if he has his 
way in matters like this suggestion for 
cleaning the Newark streets the community 
suffers as much from him as from the poli- 
ticlans. Street cleaning is distinctly work 
for men. It requires, both in the actual do- 
ing and in the supervision, qualities only 
to be found in adults, and there is. no chance 
that it would be efficiently performed if 
left either in part or in whole to boys 
working at it a few hours a day. And 
there is room for grave doubt if it is work 
that should be imposed upon boys in any 
except cases of dire necessity, not because 
there is anything disgraceful in it, but be- 
cause it is a task that falls naturally to 
adults who have discovered by experience 
that they haven't the education or the 
wbility for industry that has more of a 
‘** future’ than sweeping the streets. More- 
over, children already do too much work, 
and philanthropists will be best employed 
when they are seeking, not to increase the 
total of child labor, but to decrease it. 

——We note with great pleasure that the 
poetry printed on this page is getting copied 
very widely and very often. That the work 
of our choristers thus wins favor from 
newspapers all over the country is strong 
confirmation of our own opinion that the 
work is good—and in nothing, perhaps, is 
such confirmation either more necessary 
Or more gratefy] than in the selection of a 
few gems from bushels of rubbish. What 
we do not note with pleasure, however, is 
the fact that in eases far too frequent to 
be all accidental our poetry is printed with 
no credit at all or with credit to papers 
that acquired it at no greater expense than 
a little wear on a pair of scissors. This is 
bad business—bad in itself and bad in that 
it imposes upon us the hideously painful 
duty of scolding contemporaries we yearn 
to praise. We haven't the space to mention 
all the crimes of the poetry-lifting sort that 
come to our attention, and perhaps all ends 
will be served by recording a few instances 
in which the verses of Mr. J. W. FoLry 
have—well, gone astray. His very charming 
and amusing * Little Misschefuss’’ we find 
in The Waterbury (Conn.) American, cred- 
ited to The New York Press, and in The 
Utica Observer, credited to The New York 
Sun. His “ Excelsior of Kuropatkin’’ The 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer prints as from 
The New York Tribune. The ‘‘ Campaign 
Mathematician” is credited by both The 
Boston Globe and The New Haven Palla- 
dium to The Portland Oregonian. With 
no credit at all—except to Mr. Fo.tpr—The 
Kansas City Journal prints “ War,” and 
The Boisé Statesman prints ‘“ Dochtor 
Dooley, LL. D.,” while in the same ini- 
quitous way The Madison (Wis.) Democrat 
prints “ Lullaby’ and “The Tag-hunter’s 
Fair-going.’’ Were we to follow the wan- 
derings of all our poetry in this way it 
would take a column of space. Enough has 
to show that we are watching 
the course of events with some care, and 
that if our neighbors are careless or worse, 
we are going to mention their names. We 
do not think that many of them deliberately 
steal our property, but mere taking has the 
same effect, so far as our interests are con- 
cerned. In some of the cases enumerated 
above the wrong seems to have been done 
unintentionally. To prevent its repetition 
we suggest that if any particularly good 
poem be found afloat in the press without 
any indication of its origin, or with one 
that seems improbable, it be assumed that 
the poem is from THE New York Times. 
Mistakes would still occur, even then, but 
their number would be reduced to a mini- 
mum, and that’s something.

“If the outbreak of war was useful to 
President Rocsevelt in March, it will be 
even more useful to him at the time of the 
elections in November. Just at that time, 
with the arrival of the Baltic fleet in the 
East, we should expect the appearance 
from behind the Japanese screens of the 
ehief actors in this drama. The shakier 
the chances of the Republican Party the 
greater the likelihood of an externai con- 
flict before the elections, and the more sure 
the candidacy of Roosevelt the greater the 
probability of a conflict after the elections, 
He is a warm partisan of the fashionable 
and attractive policy of imperialism. He 
gave Panama to America. He gave an 
outlet to the illimitable National greed 
accumulated through a whole century. 

** Roosevelt is the candidate of that 
mighty obgarchy which has long ruled 
America. They are the owners of the 
trusts, the kings of industry, the renowned 
circle of four hundred. Possessing a cap- 
ital of thirty milliards, they have a net an- 
nual income of three milliards, greater 
than that of any great power. The entire 
policy of America is in their hands. They 
are the owners of most of the newspapérs 
and periodicals, they are the Inspiration of 
public opinion, bitter enemies of Europe 
in all the world markets. But Russia is 
their particular enemy in the grain mar- 
kets in the Far East. To remove IKussia 
from Europe and from China is the secret 
password of the Americans. ‘The Pacific 
Ocean must become a great American 
lake.” This dream, grand almost to ab- 
surdity, is spoken of publicly. 

“America and England are represented 
here as the two wings of a universal power, 
Great forces are at work in the two coun- 
tries to effect the union of all Anglo- 
Saxons into a single political entity.

Foolish Japan was sent out as a fireship; 
when all her forces shall be exhausted, 
other fleets and other armies will take 
their place, and the power of Russia will 
be crushed.” 


Weakness of Coroner’s System.

The discovery of the epidemic of whole- 
sale alcoholic poisoning on the west side 
does not redound to the credit of the pres- 
ent Coroner’s system. 

It is almost incredible that burial permits 
should have been granted with so little 
attention to the discovery of the real cause 
of death, even in so suspicious an instance 
as the one in which three previously healthy 
members of one family died within’a few 
hours of each other. 

It was only when the rapidly increasing 
mortality among vigorous men gave rise in 
the neighborhood to public discussion and 
alarm that the matter attracted the notice 
of the proper authorities, 

The cases all came within the ken of the 
Coroner’s office, inasmuch as death oc- 
curred within twenty-four hours after the 
initial seizure. 

A Coroner who has to be elected in the 
same way as an Alderman.is loath to excite 
prejudice in the minds of his constituents 
by insisting upon a post-morten in their 
homes, save in criminal cases, a disadvan- 
tage under which a medical examiner would 
not labor.

At a meeting of the Comitia Minora of 
the Medical fSreciety recently held, it was 
resolved that an official statement be made 
to the press of New York City giving the 
reasons why the percentage of cases taken 
up by us is so small. 

We beg to present these reasons as fol- 
lows: 

1. Lack of funds. There are 2,000 mem- 
bers of the medical profession in the New 
York County Society. In order to make 
our work as effective as possible, the selen- 
tific features of our society have been cur- 
tailed in order to devote our funds to the 
suppression of the dangerous quack. For 
the past five years we have expended every 
available dollar for this purpose. 

2. Inherent difficulties in the nature of 
prosecutions. In rarely one case out of a 
hundred will the real victims of the char- 
latan consent to give evidence. They report 
their cases to the society on condition that 
they are not called as witnesses. This is to 
avoid the exposure, humiliation, and dis- 
grace which in many instances would fol- 
low publicity. This necessitates the society 
procuring its own evidence at great ex- 
pense against every charlatan it prosecutes. 

3. Radical defects in the medical law. 
We have no definition in this State as to 
what constitutes the practice of medicine: 
Until the Legislature gives us a satisfactory 
definition great uncertainty will exist. We 
have repeatedly asked the Legislature for 
such a definition, and have been as often 
refused. 

4. Failure of the newspapers to ¢6-oper- 
ate. The modern charlatan could not exist 
without publicity given his advertisements 
by the press. If our New York papers 
would refuse advertisements. for the sale 
of drugs for a criminal purpose, legal 
lying-in establishments, and the distress- 
ing advertisements of the so-called special- 
ists for diseases of men only, and the “ con- 
sumption cure” frauds, it would not be 
difficult for the Medical Society, even with 
its present lack of funds, to rid the com- 
munity of the chief offenders. These vi- 
cious advertising charlatans draw their re- 
éruits from innocent victims attracted by 
the advertisements unblushingly received 
by many New York newspapers.

Meanwhile Vice President Frank L. Bab- 
bott, who has been regarded as the Repub- 
l.ean candidate for the office of President, 
t» fill out the term of Henry A. Rogers, 
deceased, will continue to act as the head 
of the board. It was predicted yesterday 
that he would continue to head the board 
in that way nght up to the beginning of 
the new term, in February. 

Chairman Lummis of the Finance Com- 
mittee presided. Commissioner Adams, 
who, according to report, was asked by 
the Mayor to run for the Presidency, but 
who declined, saying that he favored Mr. 
Babbott, put Abraham Stern in nomination. 
Mr. Stern is a Democrat and has led the 
so-called anti-Maxwell faction of the board. 
Gen, Wingate seconded the nomination. 

Commissiones Everett then presented 
Mr. Babbott’s nime. Commissioner Hark- 
ness immediately arose end read a letter 
from Mr. Babbott refusing the nomination 
on the ground that “‘ new issues had arisen 
which were being pressed from without the 
beard.” 

Commissioner Man then nominated M. 
Dwight Collier, a Republican, from Man- 
hattan.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17. — President 
Roosevelt has had the moot question of 
Congo civilization under Belgian auspices 
brought to his attention in a unique man- 
ner. Col. Henry I. Kowalsky, a lawyer of 
San Francisco, called on the President to- 
day at the request of King Leopold of 
Belgium to present the reply of the Federa- 
tion of the Defense of Belgian Interests 
Abroad to the attacks made by certain 
British interests upon the Government of 
the Congo Free State. 

Col. Kowalsky told the President that the 
purpose of the British “ humanftarians” 
was to entangle the American Government 
in African affairs, not for the amelioration 
of the condition of the natives, but to open 
the question of sovereignty over those re- 
gions by calling a conference of the powers, 
at which it is hoped England may establish 
the contention that Belgium is unable to 
maintain an effective government on the 
Congo. 

Col. Kowalsky recalled the fact that a 
proposal for such a conference made offi- 
cially by the British Government failed en- 
tirely through the non-acceptance of the 


powers. 

“‘I called to the President’s attention the 
fact,” said Col. Kowalsky subsequently, 
“that all this uproar over the fearful 
atrocities in the Congo Free State is 
fathered by missionaries whose applications 
for big concessions were turned down by 
the Belgian authorities. Not a single charge 
of cruelty and atrocity has been made ex- 
cept by those who have been seeking ma- 
terial advantage in that region and have 
not been permitted to exploit it at the ex- 
pense of others. 

“This fact, and the fact that Great Brit- 
ain has failed in her effort to open up the 
Congo question, accounts for the attempt 
now being made to work upon the sympa- 
thies of the American people by trumped- 
up stories of cruelty to the Congo natives.” 

King Leopold in his letter to Col, Kowal- 
sky, after a statement of the purpose of 
the Federation for the Defense of Belgian 
Interests, says: 

“You will, in delivering this communi- 
cation to President Roosevelt, reiterate to 
him, on my behalf, the feeling of high es- 
teem I have for him and the unshaken con- 
fidence I place in his spirit of justice and 
impartiality. 

“T have to express the desire that Mr. 
Roosevelt will kindly take cognizance of 
this address in your presence, so that you 
may be afforded an opportunity to give 
him any further information he might wish 
to obtain from you. 

“The foundation and fairness of the case 
which you have been good enough to under- 
take to defend will supply you with such 
numerous and conclusive arguments as to 
confound the enemies of the Congo Free 
State.”’ 


GERMANS STIR UP CHINESE. 


Attempt to Foment Discontent Over 
Anglo-Tibetan Treaty.

PEKING, Oct. 16.—The campaign in 
the native press against the Anglo-Tibe- 
tan treaty has been led by a Peking na- 
tive newspaper which is subsidized by 
the German Legation. 

By insidious influences the German Le- 
gation has led the Chinese to fear that 
should China ratify the treaty as it 
stands Germany might demand similar 
prescriptive rights in the Province of 
Shan-Tung. The Chinese also fear simi- 


lar demands might be made by France 
in Yun-nan and, curiously enough, by 
Japan in Fo-Kien. 

The activity of the German Legation 
is purely mischievous, for Germany can 
have no conceivable interest in Tibet ex- 
cept to endeavor to embarrass England 
and make mischief for her and Russia.

THANKS CARDINAL GIBBONS. 


King Leopold Gratified by His Defense 
of Belgium’s Congo Policy. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 17.—Cardinal Gibbons, 
who wrote a letter to the Peace Congress 
in Boston defending the policy of the Bel- 
gian Government in the Congo Free State, 
received a letter from Baron Moncheur, 
Minister of Belgium at Washington, con- 
veying the thanks of the Belgian King. It 
read, in part: 

His Majesty highly appreciates the nobility 
of soul and the generous impulse that prompt- 
ed your eminence on this occasion, as always, 
to espouse the cause o.1 justice and truth. 

In his acknowledgment, sent to-day, the 
Cardinal says: 

It was a duty which I performed with lively 
satisfaction, as it was done in behalf of a 
sovereign who has done so much in the cause 
of Christianity and civilization, and who is 
the ruler of a nation conspicuous not only for 
Catholic. faith but also for the noble qualities 
which exalt a nation.

1,840,000 Share Day Brings New 
High Figures. 


TOTAL GAIN OF _ BILLIONS 


Twenty-nine Active Stocks Alone Show 
$728,500,000 Advance Over Low 
Point of Depression. 


The stock market yesterday exceeded in 
activity anything that Wall Street has seen 
since the May panic of 1901. Not since then 
have the transactions of one day approached 
the 2,000,000-share mark, as they did yester- 
day when 1,840,000 shares were sold. 

When the Stock Exchange opened for 
business yesterday hundreds of brokers 
were on the floor. As the gong sounded 
announcing the opening hour, a great roai 
went up that fairly shook the building and 
never quieted down until 3 o'clock brought 
to the tired brokers rest for another day. 
Every trading post was surrounded by a 
surging mass of shouting brokers, and it 
was exceedingly difficult to execute orders, 
as the sales were in such volume that it 
was hard to keep track of the quotations. 
Two thousand, five thousand, ten thou- 
sand share lots were tossed about, sold and 
resold, without creating any comment. 
The traders were too busy to comment, 
hence there was little gossip and fewer ru- 
mors. It was simply a case of keeping up 
with the orders that came rushing into the 
floor over every wire. 

An idea of the activity may be had when 
it is stated that of Steel preferred alone 
over 200,000 shares changed hands, while of 
the common 160,000 were sold. Other active 
issues were Reading, with sales of 180,000 
shares; Union Pacific, 72,000; Amalgamated 
Copper, 60,000; Erie, 70,000; Missouri Pa- 
cific, 94,000; Pennsylvania, 96,000, and 
Southern Pacific, 83,000. 

Many of the securities traded in recorded 
new ‘high prices for the year, and a con- 
siderable number established the best quo- 
tations since the great boom of the Sum- 
mer of 1902. The prices of yesterday com- 
pared with those of only six months ago 
show an expansion of billions of dollars in 
the market value of the properties. The 
appended list contains some of, the most 
active stocks traded in, and it shows that 
with an average rise of 20 points the value 
of the shares is now $728,000,000 greater 
than it was during the depression in the 
market, As.the total par value of all the 
stocks traded in on the Stock Exchange is 
about $15,500,000,000, carrying out that aver- 
age would mean that their selling value has 
increased in round numbers $3,000,000,000 in 
the short space of a few months.

| BISHOPS FAVOR 


CHANGE 


THAT DEPUTIES REJECTED| CP @oatings 


Would Prohibit the Remarriage of 
Any Divorced Person. 


BOTH HOUSES TO CONFER ON IT 


Members of the Episcopal Convention, 
However,_Doubt’ That an Agreement 
on the Subject Will Be Reached. 


BOSTON, Oct. 17.~The House of Bishops 
in the Episcopal General Convention to-day 
adopted an amendment to the canon on 
marriage and divorce, forbidding the re- 
marriage of any divorced person. The 
amendment was substantially the same as 
that which was rejected by the House of 
Deputies on Friday last. It reads: 

*““No minister shall solemnize a marriage 
between any two persons unless by inquiry 
he Shall have satisfied himself that neither 
person has been, or is, the husband or the 
wife of any other person then living, from 
whom he or she has been divorced for any 
cause arising after marriage.” 

Several additional amendments were pre- 
sented, one of which provides that a di- 
vorced person shall not be admitted to the 
sacraments. There is a proviso, however, 
that the sacraments shall not be refused 
to a penitent person in imminent danger of 
death, nor to any person who shall sol- 
emnly aver that he or she was the innocent 
party in a divorce for statutory reasons. 
Another amendment sets forth the procad- 
ure to be followed in case a clergyman is in 
doubt concerning the marriage of any per- 
son and lays the case before the Bishop. 
These two amendments will be taken up to- 
morrow. 

Another amendment which was adopted 
compels all clergymen to observe closely 
the State law on marriages and provides 
for the presence of at least two witnesses. 

The action of the Bishops in approving 
the amendment prohibiting the remarriage 
of divorced persons was not unexpected, as 
the sentiment of that body was well known. 
In fact, a similar amendment was passed at 
the San Francisco Convention three years 
ago, but failed, as was the case this year, 
to secure the support of the other house. 

A conference of committees representing 
the Bishops and the Deputies will be held 
to consider the disagreement, but leading 
clergymen do not anticipate that the Depu- 
ties will recede from their vote of last 
week. 


KING ALFONSO’S SISTER DEAD. 


Infanta Maria de las Mercedes Had Just 
Given Birth to a Daughter. 


MADRID, Oct. 17.—The Infanta Maria 
ds ias Mercedes, Princess of the Asturias, 
sister of King Alfonso and wife of Prince 
Charles of Bourbon, gave birth to a daugh- 
ter yesterday and died to-day. 


The Frincess of the Asturias was Queen 
of Spain till the birth of her brother, the 


present King. She was born in 1880, and 
was married in February, 1901, to Prince 
Charles of Bourbon. They had two sons— 
Alfonso, born in November, 1901, and Fer-

CAPT. H. R. WILLIAMS DEAD. 


Civil War Fighter and Gravesend Offi- 
cial in McKane Days. 


Capt. Henry R. Williams, who was an 
officer of’ the old town of Gravesend in the 
stirring days of the McKane regime, died 
on Sunday at the residence of his daughter, 
Mrs. C.\H. Beckwith, 1,268 Thirty-seventh 
Street, Borough Park. 

Capt. Williams was born in England six- 
ty-four years ago, and came to this coun- 
try in his youth. When the civil war broke 
out he went to the front with the “‘ Fight- 
ing Fourteenth” Regiment of Brooklyn, 
and served through the war as a member 
of that command. For bravery he was ad- 
vanced in rank several times, and was de- 
tailed to the staff of Major Gen. Pope. 
While carrying dispatches near Culpeper, 
Va., Capt. Williams was shot by guerrillas 


and was in the hospital for a long time. He 
was mustered into the regular army at the 
close of the war, retiring In 1880 with the 
rank of Captain. 

Capt. Williams made his home in Graves- 
end and took an active interest in Demo- 
cratic politics there. He became Town As- 
sessor and held that office when Gravesend 
became a part of Brooklyn. Since then he 
had been in the reali estate business. Capt. 
Williams is survived by his wife, a son, 
and three daughters.

SUBWAY CELEBRATION 


Speeches to be Made at City Hall 
—Many Invited. 


ROAD OPEN AT MIDNIGHT 


Thousands of Passes, However, Will Be 
Given for Rides in Daytime— 1 
Service Fast Now. 


Final preparations fer the opening of the 
Subway to the public and plans for the 
official ceremony atteriding the event were 
made at a meeting of the Celebration Com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon at the rooms of 
the Rapid Transit Commission. 

The formal ceremony to mark the open- 
ing will be simple and dignified, in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the Mayor and | 
Controller, and will take place in the Al- 
dermanic Chamber, in the City Hall, at 1 
o'clock on the afternoon of Oct. 27. Ad- 
mission will bé by invitation, and ap- 
proximately 500 invitations will be issued. 
They wil be sent to President Rooseveit 
and his Cabinet, Gov. Odell, the members 
of the Legislature from Greater New York, | 
all the officers of the City Government, 
the Presidents of large commercial asso- 
ciations and of all railroads terminating 
in this city, the heads of all educational 
institutions in the city, and the heads of 
churches of various denominations. 

Mayor McClellan will preside at the open- 
ing ceremony, and will make the speech 
formelly declaring the subway, which will 
be known as the Rapid Transit Railway, 
ready for the public. Addresses will also 
be made by President Fornes, on behalf of 
the Aldermen, and President Orr for the 
Rapid Transit Commission. Contractor Mc- 
Donald and August Belmont, President of 
the Interborough system, will be present, 
and it is expected that they will also speak. 

Aitbough the new road will be formally 
opened at 1 P. M. on Oct. 27, it will not be 
open to the general public until 12 o'clock 
on that night. The decision to defer the 
actual opening until midnight was the re- 
sult of a fear on the part of the commis- 
sion and the Interborough managers that 
an unmanageable crush might result if the 
public a‘ large were admitted early in the 
aay. 

This arrangement will not, however, pre- 
vent thousands of people from riding on the 
underground road on Oct. 27, as the Inter- 
borough Company intends to issue a large 
number of free passes to men of promi- 
nence which will entitle them to board sub- 

way trains at any of the stations along the 
line on that day. These permits will be dis- 
tributed among the heads of the municipal 
departments and well-known men through- 
out the city. The subway trains will be 
run on schedule time during the opening 
day, and those who receive passes will be 
able to judge for themselves as to the 
character of the new service. 

The section of the subway which the 
Mayorwill declare open will be that from 
the City Hall to West One Hundred and 
Forty-fifth Street. The east side section 
will, it is expected, be ready in a few weeks. 

President Orr of the Rapid Transit Board 
said,the committee would probably request 
the May yor to issue a proclamation to the } 
effect that on the hour set for the opening 
ceremonies the public might concur in the 
celebration by the blowing of whistles and 
the ringing of bells 

For the first; time yesterday a regular 
double schedule for both express and local 
trains was put in operation in the subway. 
The express trains were dispatched on a 
headway of six minutes, or a greater head- 


way by two minutes than that allowed ex- 
press trains on the elevated system in the | 
rush hours. One train required six min- 
utes to reach Fourteenth Street from the 
Brooklyn Bridge and four minutes more to 
reach Forty-second Street, the motorman 
having been required to slow down twice 
because of workmen on the track. The 
round trip between the bridge and Forty- 
second Street took eighteen minutes. Local | 
trains ran on a three-minute headway, the 
time consumed between the City Hall sta- 
tion and One Hundred and Thirty-seventh 
Street being thirty-nine minutes. This 
time, it is said, will be materially short- 


ened. 


THIEVES SET FATAL FIRE. 


Six Lives Lost and Twelve Seriously 
Hurt in Williamsburg. 


Six lives were lost, twelve persons were 
seriously injured, and dozens sustained 
hurts of more or less moment in the early { 
morning fire which gutted the double- 
decker tenement at 15 and 17 Moore Street, 
Williamsburg, yesterday. Of the dead, five 
were children. The other life lost was that 
of a woman. 

The police of the Stagg Street Station are 
convinced that the fire was of incendiary | 
origin. Fire Marshal Beers is working | 
along the same line. It is believed that the | 
torch was applied in the basement of the 
building by thieves, who desired to attract 
the attention of the police in the district 
to the fire, while they were looting the ! 
business houses in the vicinity. The alarms 
from the tenement had hardly been turned 
in when there came a cry of “ Fire!” from 
68 Graham Avenue, which was followed 
almost immediately by an alarm from 102 
Graham Avenue. The two Graham Avenue 
fires are also thought to have been of in- 
cendiary origin. 

The loss of life was confined to the fifth 
or top floor of the tenement, which was 
occupied by four families. The families 
consisted of Bernard Rubinowitz, his wife, 
and five children; Barnett Wartelsky, his 
wife, and seven children; Samuel Glass, 
his wife, and four children, and Benjamin 


Sablotovsky, his wife, and five children. 
Those who were seriously injured also 
lived on this floor. A revised list shows the 
following dead: 

Mrs. Bella Glass, twenty-six years old; 
Henry Glass, two years old; Ida Sablo- 
tovsky, six years old; Benjamin Wartelsky, 
one year old; Bessie W artelsky, fourteen 
yoore old; Charles Wartelsky, three years 
oia, 

The seriously injured, who were taken to 
St. Catharine’s Hospital, were: 

Harry Glass, six years old; Dora Glass, 
five years old; Abraham Wartelsky, four 
years old; Minnie Wartelsky, five years old; 
‘Annie W ‘artelsky, twelve years old; Saran 
Rubinowitz, four years old; Max Rubino- 
witz, six years old; Isaac Rubinowitz, eight 
years old; Samuel Rubinowitz, four years 
old; unidentified boy, about eight years old; 
unidentified girl, about six years old. 

At the hospital it was said late yester- 
day afternoon that nearly all the injured | 
had inhaled smoke and flame, and several 
other deaths were probable.

Company Makes Million-Dollar Purchase in the Bronx—Big 
Deal for Broadway Lots in Dyckman Tract—Large 
Purchases of Vacant Property in Many Sections. 


The large tract in the Bronx, known for 
many years as the Christopher Meyer es- 
tate property, has been sold by Henry F. 
Shoemaker and his associates to the Central 
Realty, Bond, and Trust Company for 
$1,000,000. J. Clarence Davies was the 
broker in the deal.

Robert 8S. Rodie, the Supervising Inspec-

disaster, issued a statement yesterday in 
which he puts the matter specifically “* up 
to" Secretary Cortelyou, then head of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, to 
which the Steamboat Inspection Service 
had been transferred in 1903. 

Mr. Rodie says that the recommendations 
of the Board of Supervising Inspectors, 
covering many of the points in the Federal 
Commission's report, failed of approval by 
Mr. Cortelyou, and he asserts that such ap- 
proval was’ necessary. The recommenda- 
tions of the board were made to Secretary 
of the Treasury Shaw, but while the board 
was still in session the Department of 
Steamboat Inspection was transferred from 
the Treasury Department to Mr. Cortel- 


you's department.

For Better Boilers. 


“TIT also made ee tcecreth “SEER 
were adopted by the board for the’ safer 
construction of marine boilers. These rec- 
ommendations were very voluminous and 


complete in all respects. They emBodied 
many features that would bring the steam 
boiler up to a high standard of safety, but 
Secretary Cortelyou withheld his approval. 
“The existing rules and regulations do 
-not provide for a sufficient number of life- 
boats and rafts on certain classes of steam- 
ers, nor do they provide for a suitable num- 
ber of bulkheads in oceangoing and other 
classes of vessels. For oceangoing ves- 
sels the ae rules require but three 
watertight bulkheads, where from ten to 
sixteen are necessary. Ou™ board recom- 
mended that adequate provision be made 
; for the instaHation of bulkheads in every 
seagoing vessel, specifying in detail the 
number and the construction of the bulk- 
heads required for each vessel, according 
to its size. Secretary Cortelyou simply 
let it die with the others; he did not ap- 
prove it. 
.“* Furthermore, I prepared a complete re- 
vision of the laws governing the Steam- 
boat Inspection Service, which I submitted 
to our board for adoption. This bill was 
recommended by us and submitted to the 
Secretary, to be presented by him to Con- 
gress for enactment into law. The bill thus 
submitted was specific in its character, and 
covered in detail every requirement that 
could be thought of to better safeguard the 
public while traveling on vessels, regardless 
of the class of vessel that was used. This 
' revision included the supervision of all 
naphtha and other motor ats, as well as 
steamboats now subject to our inspection 
laws. At present this class of naphtha and 
other motor boats is not required to submit 
to inspection, nor to be manned with com- 
petent, licensed pilots and engineers by our 
department. They are operated largely by 
inexperience persons; youth, and young 
women are very often seen at the pilot 
wheel of the boat. ay know nothing of 
the rules of the road, whistles, and so forth, 
for vessels meeting and passing. Accidents 
involving loss of life are becoming more 
and more common in consequence, 


Cortelyou’s *Powe#. 


‘‘Dpon receipt of our bill Sécretary Cor- 
telyou drafted a bill known as Senate Bill 
No. 5,306, which purported to amend the 
Revised Statutes of the United States for 
the regulation of steam vessels. Lvery- 


body in the United States at all interested 
in maritime matters knows all about this 
bill. Its chief and distinguishing feature is 
the fact that it empowered him ‘to amend’ 
| all the recommendations made to him by 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors, or ‘ to 
add further regulations thereto in his dis- 
cretion,’ and ‘to have power to amend or 
repeal from time to time any or all of the 
regulations already in existence or herein- 
after made.’ In a word, it conferred upon 
him arbitrary and absolute power. Under 
its provisions he could have ordered upon 
any vessel any device that was suggested 
to him, regardless of the fact that it had 
not been indorsed by the Board of Steam- 
boat Inspectors or any other body of com- 
petent judges. My bill. was specific in its 
character down to the last detail; his was 
of the most general character, and sug- 
gested only a few remedies. His bill con- 
tained only eleven proposed amendments 
to the Revised Statutes, whereas my bill 
suggested at least 100 amendments. 


Cortelyou’s Commission. 


“It will be recalled that when the dis- 
aster occurred to the steamer General Slo- 


| cum Mr. Cortelyou was Secretary of the 
| Department of Commerce and Labor, and 
that he immediately selected for its investi- 
gation a commission three of whose mem- 
bers with his personal appointments. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt selecting the other two. 
Two of the three selected by Mr. Cortelyou 
were Lawrence O. Murray, whom Mr. Cor- 
telyou made Assistant Secretary of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, and 
Herbert meee Smith, whom he made Depu- 
ty Commissioner of Corporations of 
same department. Secretary

necessity of having his personal representa- 
tives associated with an inquiry which, if 
it was thoroughly made, would not fail to 
discover the facts here narrated. Such 
things have been wn to be done in 
politics and governmental] life. 

“The Department of Commerce and 
Labor shows no hesitation whatever in 
promptly picking scapegoats when its follies 
and weaknesses are discovercd. The facts 
in the foregoing statement regarding the 
recommendations of the Board of Supervis- 
ing Inspectors for the better security of 
life an roperty are matters of record. 
Our board has endeavored to meet its re- 
sponsibilities faithfully and honestly. It is 
only proper that the public should know 
how much or how little support it has had 
from Secretary Cortelyou while it was 
operating.under his supervision.” 

Mr. Cortelyou said last night that he 
would have to refer ae eg as to his 
' official acts to the records of the Depart- 
‘ ment of Commerce and Labor. For what- 
ever recommendations he had fgnored,: he 
said, there were good and sufficient reasons. 

‘As I must answer charges made against 
me,"’ said Inspector Barrett, ‘“‘I cannot 
make a statement at this time. I will, 
however, give you a copy of an order is- 
sued by Gen. nie which I believe will

This is a copy of Gen. Uhler’s order to 
Supervising and Local Inspectors on June 
22, 1v03, as given out by Inspector Barrett: 

“I desire to call your attention to the 
importance of detailing Assistant Inspec- 
tors to perform duty requiring absence 
from office, in order that the local Inspec- 
tors may be free to remain in the office 
and attend to the examination of candi- 
dates for licenses, and such other official 
duties as cannot be assigned to assistants. 

“‘In order that as much time as. possible 
may be given the local Inspectors to re- 
main at their office, as above indicated, I 
have to direct that whenever it can be 
done, without there is some good and suf- 
ficient reason_for doing otherwise, that 
the Assistant Inspectors be detailed to all 
work outside office and away from home 
port.”

It was 
supposed by the President when he wrote 
his letter to Secretary Metcalf on the Slo- 
cum report that Rodie was an appointee of 
the Secretary of Commerce and bor.

home. Mr. Lake said the Ell boys were th 
last of the tients to leave—that is, the 
last of the Slocum tients. 

Altogether, he said, 169 persons rescued 
from the Slocum had been treated at the 
Lincoln Hospital, and out of this number 
but two had died. Willie had a patch of 
skin on his_left cheek. which had been 

| taken from Paul’s back, and Paul’s face
